Amoco Oil Co. begins a now limitation 


program for gasoline and dlcscl fuel pur- 
chases this morning on its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
arc one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 35 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that It would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of lust year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for tbe industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnois State Toll Highway Authority, 
including the Des Plalnes Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and dlesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the boarding problem. 
He Is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Platt's Oilgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an Indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of' 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

In order to establish a paramedic pro- 


gram, the village will have to purchase 
specialized equipment. Koeppen said this 
equipment included a paramedic van and 
emergency equipment, a radio system, 
and a place to store this equipment. 


"If we go into the paramedic program 


and we get this van, we've got to have 
more room," Koeppen said. He said 
there is no room for the van in the main 
fire station.

The village board has deferred taking 


action to fill the seat so the village attor- 
ney can prepare a legal opinion on the 
matter. 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens said if the 


village board calls for a special election, 
the expense would be comparable to the 
cost of the regular village election held 
in April. 


Mrs. Diens said that while she has not 


yet received ail of the bills from the 
April election, the cost of that election 
was roughly $2,400. 


THE CLERK said the largest election 


expense was $30 pay for each of the 60 
election judges working in the 12 village 
precincts. The cost of the election judges 
totalled $1,800. 


Mrs. Diens said if a special election 


was called, the village would probably 
have to hire the same number of judges 
to cover all 12 village precincts. 


The village also paid for the rental of 


the polling places. Mrs. Diens said the 
rental fees amounted to about $200 since 
the school districts charge only for custo- 
dial fees instead of the full rent.

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'Car won 
yt go—and payments won 9t stop9

A Schnumburg woman yesterday told a 


Federal Trade Commission hearing of 
her family's experience with a cor that 
wouldn't go and payments that wouldn't 
stop. 


Undo FuScone, 1324 Cabot, testified at 


FTC hearings on a proposal that would 
make finance companies and lending- 
Instltutlons responsible when they lend 
money for products that don't work. 


Mrs. FuScone said she and her bus- 


band, Joseph, financed a new car In 1970 
through the General Motor Acceptance 
Corp., a consumer finance arm of the 
huge automaker. 


A string of mechanical problems hns 


left the car Inoperable but the FuSconcs 
still arc making payments on it because 
General Motors Acceptance "could care 
less whether the car runs — they just 
want their money," she testified. 


Payments, finance charges and repairs 


so far have amounted to about $5,000, 
with about $1,000 still owed on the car, 
Mrs. FuScone told FTC officials during 
the second day of hearings at the LaSallc 
Hotel in Chicago. 


TIIE FTC PROPOSAL would abolish 


the "holder In due course" doctrine that 
leaves credit purchasers with no re- 
course but to continue finance payments 
to a third-party lending institution when 
a product they buy from a store or deal- 
er Is unsatisfactory. 


The proposal would prohibit retailers 


from accepting credit cards or making 
credit arrangements in which the con- 
sumer must forfeit the right to press 
claims against the credit Issuer. 
' Opposing the measure yesterday was 
Richard P. McManus of Household Fi- 
nance Corp., who called the FTC propos- 
al discriminatory and anticompetitive 
and added that It exceeds the bounds of 
the agency's authority. 


McManus, however, said his company 


does not practice "holder In due course.'" 
He said HFC only accepts consumer 
credit contracts from merchants it has 
investigated, and requires the merchants 
to buy back the contract if there Is a 
consumer dispute. 


UNDER QUESTIONING by Jerome 


Laraet, assistant regional director of the 
FTC, McManus said he'did not know 
whether other finance companies conduct 
investigations of merchants. 


McManus contended that the rule 


would operate only against finance com- 
panies, not banks or savings and loans. 


The rule, however, would require a 


written notice to be attached to all In- 
stallment sales contracts Indicating that 
the consumer is entitled to claims and 
defenses against any subsequent holder 
of the loan. 


FTC attorneys have been questioning 


consumer witnesses as to whether their 


purchases were financed through their 
own banks or through banks suggested 
by the retailers. 


DURING THE opening session of the 


hearings Monday, the head of the Illinois 
Consumer Fraud Division, Howard Kauf-' 
man, had suggested that certain "clan- 
destine relationships" exist between fi- 
nancial institutions and sellers In Chi- 
cago. 


According to testimony by Milton G. 


Hlrsch, acting supervisor of the con- 
sumer credit division Illinois Department 
of Financial Institutions, any referral or 
kick-back arrangement between financial 
institutions and retailers is a violation of 
state laws. 


Most of the consumers testifying have 


said they were referred to a particular 
loan company or bank by the retailer or 
that the retailer himself put the loan 
through the financial institution of his 
choice.

od, so If rationing hasn't come lo pass by 
Labor Day maylw you're over the 
hump," Hugo says. "Of course, some oil 
companies arc saying that this (ration- 
ing) could develop In the fall when fuel 
oil demands arc strong." 


"We city folks tend to forgot what's 


happening down on the farm," ho said 
continued. "But with the floods, what's 
happening now could be reflected in 
higher prices a year from now." Once 
fields aro dry and planting Li begun, 
farmers will have a difficult time gaining 
needed fuel supplies, Hugo predicts. 


The supply shortage has resulted In 


prices moving up to normal level of 40.9 
cents a gallon for regular gasoline, 
Hugo said. In some instances, Individual 
dealers raise prices one or two cents 
higher and Initiate their own rationing 
plans as a means of dealing with short- 
ages. 


Gasoline retailers should be com- 


mended for the relatively few Instances 
of profiteering during the shortage peri- 
od, says Robert Jacobs, executive direc- 
tor of the Illinois Gasoline Dealers Asso- 
ciation. He says 80 per cent of the Chi- 
cago area dealers arc holding the price 
for regular gasoline down to 40.0 cents a 
gallon and 44.9 cents a gallon for pre- 
mium. 


"THERE ARE A lot of stations limit- 


ing sales to customers and cutting back 
on their work day to 12 hours," Jacobs 
continued. Major oil stations as well as 
Independents are being phased out dur- 
ing the supply shortage, he said, citing 
the shutdowns of Sunoco and Enco sta- 
tions and marginal Gulf Oil stations.

Jury has case 
in Carbona trial 


The jury In the murder trial of Rutho 


Carbonn was deliberating Its verdict at 
Herald deadline last night. 


The seven women and five men began 


their deliberations at 5:30 p.m. after a 
day filled with closing arguments and 
some final testimony. 


Mrs. Carbona, .10, watched apprehen- 


sively as the jurors left the courtroom. 
She Is charged with murdering her hus- 
band. Joseph, a Cook County Sheriff's 
Police lieutenant by shooting him in the 
back on the stairway of their home at 
17(12 Euclid In Mount Prospect on Dec. 22, 
1971. 


Criminal courts Judge Arthur L. 


Dunne gave the jury the option of finding 
Mrs. Carbona guilty or not guilty on two 
separate murder charges. The jurors 
were not given the option of finding Mrs. 
Carbona guilty of a lesser charge, such 
as involuntary manslaughter. 


TIIK TW> alternators, who were 


dismissed before the Jury began Its delib- 
erations, were divided In their feelings 
on the case. One alternate juror said he 
would have found Rutho Carbona guilty 
of murder, based on testimony that there 
were no powder burns on Lt. Carbona's 
coat. 


The testimony had indicated the ab- 


sence of powder burns could mean Car- 
bona was shot from a distance greater 
than four feet away. 


The second alternate juror said he 


would have voted for finding Rutho Car- 
bona Innocent of the murder charges be- 
cause there was no testimony showing 
her fingerprints were on the murder 
weapon. He said, however. If there had 
been the option of a manslaughter con- 
viction he would have voted for that.

In closing arguments yesterday Asst. 


State's Atty. Anthony Montemurro said 
several of the defense witnesses, In- 
cluding Mrs. Carbona were "unmitigated 
liars." He pointed to the uncontradlctcd 
testimony of Mrs. Carbona's next door 
neighbor that Mrs. Carbona said she shot 
her husband In the shoulder. 


He said Rutho Carbona's children 


would not have described Lt. Carbona as 
"a good father" if he had been drinking 
a gallon of bourbon a week as Mrs. Car- 
bona testified. 


CALLING THE defcndent's testimony 


"hogwash", he suggested If Carbona ac- 
tually had hit his wife, 'as hard as he 
could' with his service revolver, "we 
would be trying Joseph Carbona today 
for murdering his wife." 


"She's a tough woman, hard as nails, 


yet they want you to believe she's 
meek," Montemurro said. 


He said Carbona's service revolver, a 


.35 calibre Magnum, was loaded with 
only four bullets although it would have 
held six and that two of the bullets were 
for a .38 calibre pistol, not the revolver. 


He said it would only have been pos- 


sible for Carbona to shoot himself In the 
back if Carbona was "a gorrilla with a 
48-Inch arm." 


DEFENSE ATTY. Bernard Brody told 


the jury the trail was a vendetta by sher- 
iff's policemen, led by Sheriff's Police 
Sgt. Ernest Marinelli. 


Referring repeatedly to one witness's 


description of Marinelli as "my friend 
Ernie," he said sheriff's policemen had 
lied in saying they saw no bruises on 
Mrs. Carbona's face the day of the shoot- 
ing. 


He criticized the police for not calling 


a doctor to aide Lt. Carbona, and said 
police had failed to make an adequate 
investigation because they ignored a red 
smear, apparently blood, on the wall on 
the upper half of the stairway. 


He said the blood stain disproved the 


state's charges that Mrs. Carbonn was at 
the top of the stairs and Lt. Carbona was 
at the bottom of the stairs when she shot 
him. 


He emphasized there was no evidence 


of fingerprints on the gun and charged 
the bullet ricocheted off a wall or railing 
before it hit Carbona. 


HE SAID THE sheriff's police In- 


timidated witnesses from the suburbs to 
testify against Mrs. Carbonn, saying the 
witnesses were "from out there in the 
Northwest territory where the sheriff's 
police roam." 


Asst. State's Atty. Temuice Sullivan 


told the jury Carbona had moved from 
his home to a motel and was leaving his 
wife when she shot him. 


He said defense arguments about Mrs. 


Carbona's bruises from her husband 
beating her were "a smoke screen" to 
side-track the jury. 


"You tell her Ruthe Carbona is not to 


be believed. You tell her she can't get 
away with shooting her husband in the 
back. You tell Ruthe Carbona that's mur- 
der," Sullivan urged the jury.

A hostage's story of robbery ordeal 


Fire, ambulance calls

held hostage by gunmen for two hours 
Monday night.

"I was walking toward the back of |{ie 


•restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and he had a gun in his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wllmcttc's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swickard was about to become a 
hostage in a standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wilmette Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swickard, 21, is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought it was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 
to get out of the way in case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
a stocking over his face. He had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew it 
was a holdup," she said. 


SHE HID in the rcstroom for five min- 


ucs, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


into the bathroom. I could see then he 
was a man. He was startled and said, 
'What the hell are you doing in here?'" 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 
my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't want to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
into the rest room. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid if we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
if the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded. 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs are here. I want a girl." 
Caryn (Walusiak, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he pointed the gun at her. 
She said, "Me?" "Yeah," he said, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Walusiak left the rest- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
into the restroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
case. 


"He came in and-put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a corner and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for it or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements 
had been 


made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 
. "He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 
here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building.

6Judicial ratification' sought for ERA 


One of I ho great things about salary 


negotiations between school boards and 
teachers Is that the talks seem to prompt 
bizarre behavior on both sides. 


Just take a look at the bumper crop of 


strange happenings we saw last week. 


On the board's side, the High School 


Dlst. 214 board voted 4-3 against a con- 
tract settlement 
which would have 


brought an end to their contract negotia- 
tions for three years. 


The four board members who voted 


against the three-year contract said they 
didn't think the district could afford tho 
settlement and also said they didn't want 
to be locked into the Index, which makes 
all salaries a fixed proportion of the be- 
ginning salary. 


What made tho action strange was In 


making the vote, the board went against 
recommendations from the board presi- 
dent and the superintendent, bath of 
whom had helped negotiate the contract. 


YOU DON'T HAVE to have been 


around very much to realize that most 
boards In this area don't vote against 
such Influential types. This Is probably a 
one-time split In Dlst. 214, but board- 
watchers arc going to look carefully to 
sec If any power relationships change be- 
cause of tho action. 


While the Dlst. 214 board was behaving 


unexpectedly at Its meeting, the faculty 
at Harper Col lego also was showing 
some weird behavior. 


The Harper board Thursday unilateral- 


ly adopted a salary plan for faculty 
members after breaking off negotiations 
because of "Irreconcilable differences" 
between the faculty and board negotia- 
tors. 


The faculty leaders protested and near- 


ly togged the board to return to the bar- 
gaining table. And then, when the board 
Ignored their arguments, the leaders of 
the faculty senate declared, "We will 
take the least militant possible action 
short of complete submission." 


I think it's fair to assume this battle 


cry will not go down In history. 


In fact. Faculty Senate Pros. Tom 


McCabe admitted as much. He said, "I 
don't think we'll strike fear Into the 
board's heart." 


LET'S STOP taling about the behav- 


ior of adults for awhile and talk about 
the much more admirable behavior of a 
bunch of kids last week. 


The scene was Prospect High School, 


and the event was U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson's speech for Law Day. 


Thompson, who Is young, relatively 


handsome and charismatic, give a good 
speech. In It he talked about the Water- 
gate scandal and about his desire to see 
that crooked politicians go to jail. 


The Prospect students, who gave him 


more than a full minute's worth of ap- 
plause when he finished the speech, fol- 
lowed up with a series of questions that 
would have made the Washington press 
corps proud. 


In addition to asking probing questions 


about Watergate that prompted Thomp- 
son to do some side-stepping to avoid 
saying he believed President Nixon guil- 
ty of Impropriety, the students asked 
about the fairness of the sentences given 
to former Gov. Otto Kerner and Cook 
County Clerk Edward Barrett. 


ONE STUDENT even asked.Thompson 


when he was going to put Chicago's May- 
or Richard J. Daley In jail. Thompson 
said he couldn't answer that question, 
but then added, "In our Investigation 
we're starting at the bottom of the politi- 
cal ladder and I don't know how far the 
evidence will go." 


The Prospect students seem even more 


Impressive when you compare It to the 
reaction of an adult audience later that 
same day. Thompson, according to one 
of my fellow reporters, made just about 
the same speech, but the adults didn't 
follow up with a single question about 
Watergate. 


Instead, the reporter said the grown- 


ups' questions centered on things like "I 
think I'm being cheated, can you help 
mo?" 


In short, the Prospect students asked 


better questions than their ciders. And I 
was frankly amazed at the level of 
awareness the student audience seemed 
to have about Watergate and Kerner. 


I'll bet the kids made their teachers 


proud. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, and three legisla- 
tive colleagues yesterday announced fil- 
ing of a lawsuit in U.S. District Court- 
that could result In ratification of the 
women's Equal Rights Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution. 


The suit challenges a provision of the 


1970 Illinois constitution requiring a ma- 
jority vote of three-fifths in each house of > 
the General Assembly for ratification of 
constitutional amendments, and asks 
that House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, be required to certify 
ERA as ratified by a 95-72 vote in the 
House on April 4,1973. 


Only 69 votes are required for a simple 


majority in the House. A three-fifths ma-' 
jority requires 107 votes. 


The suit, filed against Blair as speaker 


of the House, alleges that the House rule 
and the article of the state constitution 
requiring a three-fifths 
vote "con- 


travenes" the U.S. Constitution. 


The federal Constitution specifies only 


that constitutional amendments proposed 
by Congress be ratified by three-fourths 
of the state legislatures, and makes no 
provision for extraordinary majorities. 


THE SUIT ASKS that the three-fifths 


provision in the Illinois constitution be 
declared "void and of no effect" because 
state legislatures, "when they vote on 
ratification of amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, perform a 
wholly federal function which cannot be 
restrained or regulated by the people of 
a particular state." 


The suit also cites an opinion by Atty. 


Gen. William J. Scott that the state char- 
ter Is in violation of the federal Con- 
stitution. 


It charges that the 95 members of the 


House who voted in favor of ERA were 
deprived of an equal vote on ratification, 
and said the three-fifths rule violates the 
common law as established 
by the 


"lengthy history of ratification of the 
Constitution of the United States and 
amendments thereto."

Just what does 'executive privilege' mean, anyway?

WASHINGTON - President Nixon has 


Issued new rules for "executive privi- 
lege" which raise disturbing questions 
about his own declarations that he was 
misled for nine months about the gravity 
of the Watergate scandal. 


If the rules mean what they appear to 


say. they could block the FBI and a fed- 
eral grand jury from asking present or 
former White House staff members If 


they ever discussed Watergate with the 
President. 


Without the testimony of staff mem- 


bers concerning discussions with the 
President, it is difficult to sec how the 
grand jury could ever determine with 
certainty if Nixon knew of the bugging of 
the Democratic national headquarters or 
the subsequent effort to cover it up. 


The guideline, prepared by White 


House Counsel Leonard Garment, pro- 
vides: 


U.S. agency to coordinate 
disaster relief proposed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon has proposed a streamlined sys- 
tem for coping with natural disasters un- 
der which all federal activities would be 
consolidated into one new agency. 


In addition, more responsibility for ad- 


ministering relief assistance would be 
shifted to state governments and In- 
centive* would be provided for Individual 
homeowners and businessmen to buy in- 
surance and help cover their losses. 


Tho proposals grew out of a study of 


several natural disasters during the past 
three years. 


Under the current system, "the bene- 


fits were so generous that Individuals, 
businesses and communities had little In- 
centive to take Initiatives to reduce per- 
sonal and local hazards," the study said. 


THE COST OF federal disaster assis- 


tance "threatened to grow to intolerable 
levels" as a result of faults In the cur- 
rent system. It added. 


Nixon's proposal would: 
• Place all federal responsibility for 


administering recovery efforts In an of- 
fice of federal disaster assistance in the 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 


• Permit total federal funding of 


emergency assistance required for life 
saving, public health and safety, upon 
the request of a governor. 


• Authorize federal grants up to 75 per 


cent of the estimated cost of repairing 
damaged public facilities. 


• Authorize loans of up to 10 per cent 


of a community's annual operating budg- 
et to meet expenses created by the dis- 
aster. 


• Establish a single fund for disaster 


assistance. 


THE PROGRAM also would provide 


that failure to purchase and maintain 
disaster insurance where It is reasonably 
available would result In denial of future 
assistance. 


By transferring most disaster relief ac- 


tivities to state governments and restric- 
ting federal participation largely to pro- 
viding funds, the President said he hoped 
to build more flexibility into the system. 


Federal grants of up to $250,000 would 


be made to each state to help them de- 
velop disaster preparedness and assis- 
tance capabilities. 


"While wo cannot fully control the oc- 


currence and the impact of disasters, we 
must do all we can to prepare for them, 
to prevent them and to mitigate and 
remedy their effects," Nixon said. 


"PAST AND present members of the' 


President's staff questioned by the FBI, 
Ervin committee Senate Watergate com- 
mittee headed by Sen. Sam Ervin,' 
D-N.C., or a grand jury should Invoke 
the privilege only in connection with con- 
versations with the President, conversa- 
tions among themselves involving com- 
munication with the President and as to 
presidential papers. Presidential papers 
are all documents produced or received 
by the President or any member of the 
White House staff in connection with his 
official duties." 


White House spokesmen argue the 


rules are not intended as a bar to testi- 
mony by anyone. They stress the pre- 
amble of the guidelines: "The President 
desires that the invocation of executive 
privilege be held to a minimum." 


No one will know just how the guide- 


lines will operate until the first present 
or former staffer invokes privilege. In 
the meantime, the speculation remains. 


CRITICS SAY Nixon has expanded ex- 


ecutive privilege far beyond its scope in 
previous administrations. But even if the 


doctrine were firmly rooted in history, 
Its use in the Watergate case would raise 
eyebrows. 


In his televised address to the nation 


April 30, Nixon said he first learned from 
news reports of the Watergate bugging. 
He said he was misled by members of 
his staff for nine months. 


The guidelines on executive privilege 


would appear to permit a present or for- 
mer presidential staff member to refuse 
to tell the grand jury or the Ervin com- 
mittee if he ever discussed the Water- 
gate with the President before March. 


If the President did not know anything 


about the crime or the coverup, it would 
appear to be prudent for him to Instruct 
his aides to say so. As Nixon said in his 
Watergate speech: "In matters as sensi- 
tive as guarding the integrity of our 
democratic process, it is essential not 
only that rigorous legal and ethical stan- 
dards be observed, but also that the pub- 
lic, you, have total confidence that they 
are both being observed and endorsed by 
those in autrorlty..."

Persons convicted of driving while in- 


toxicated are going to "school" as part 
of a.new Cook County alcohol counter- 
measures program. 


A special school Is In operation which 


has lectures and examinations on the 
subject of alcohol and human driving be- 
havior. Tho Central State Institute of Ad- 
diction developed the "school" concept 
and conducts tho courses that arc six 
four-week sessions held over a period of 
six months. 


Students arc referred from tho Munici- 


pal Districts of Traffic Court, Circuit 
Court of Cook County. Only those con- 
victed whom the courts think will benefit 
from the program arc referred. 


The aim of the school Is to deal with 


the drinking driver problem through edu- 


cation. Experts have found that many 
people are uninformed or misinformed 
about the effects of alcohol on their be- 
havior. 


The total cost of the six-month phase of 


the project will be $188,000. Approximate- 
ly $54,600 of this will be reimbursed to 
Cook County with funds provided by the 
Federal Highway Safety Act and admin- 
istered by the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. 


This project Is one of more than 950 


county and municipal projects dealing 
with all phases of traffic safety now go- 
Ing on under the Illinois highway safety 
program. Funds for these projects are 
available to local governments through 
the Illinois Department of Transportation 
to further traffic safety throughout the 
state.

Death rate rising, but 220,000 will be saved

cancer rose at Its fastest pace in 22 
years, according to the National Center 
for Health Statistics. In its monthly re- 
port the Center said that the cancer mor- 
tality rate was 106,11 per 100,000 deaths In 
1972. compared with 101.4 In 1071. This 
rate of Increase was about three times 
the annual average since 1950. 


Although these statistics arc labeled 


"provisional" experience has shown that 
they will probably differ only by a frac- 
tion of a percentage from the refined fi- 
nal data not yet available. 


Experts explain this rise In various 


ways, but most agree that a continually 
increasing exposure of man to chemical 
carcinogens in his environment is prob- 
ably Involved.

They will 
have undergone painful or disfiguring 
therapy by the knife, X ray. or chemical 
agents in an attempt by physicians to rid 
their bodies of the savage cells. 


The bodies of others, less fortunate, 


will retain parts of the malignancy and 
the disease, will linger for months or 
years before It ends In death.

culous cures for some, or all, types of

cancer were in sight. But there is not yet 
any real "cure" for cancer, the catch-all 
term that is commonly used to describe 
what some scientists believe to be 100 or 
more separate diseases. 


Do not ddtibt that advances are being

But the battle against this re- 
lentless and undlscrlminating enemy is 
not an easy one. And today, with their 
arsenals of effective drugs and therapies, 
the cancer fighters are as much on the 
offensive as they are on the defensive. 


The public could help — more than 


most people are willing to believe. "With 
the preventive and diagnostic skills 
available today we could control fully 85 
per cent of all cancers. We could prac- 
tically make it an Innocuous disease," 
ACS president Dr. Arthur G. James said

ANOTHER 20 per cent of all cancer

Particularly displeasing, James says, 


"is the tragic increase in the number of 
young people smoking cigarettes, par- 
ticularly girls." 


The ACS blames this partially on the 


fact that when the ban on broadcast 
cigarette advertising occurred two years 
ago, fair share exposure treatment for 
a n t i-cigarette messages disappeared. 
The ACS is not pressuring the broadcast 
industry to again begin broadcasting 
large numbers of anti-smoking spots. 


"We are calling for extensive new re- 


search in the areas of motivation — to 
learn why people smoke — and to learn 
how they may rid themselves of this ad- 
diction," Dr. James says.

Why do ulcers recur in spring, fall? Nobody knows 


Pear Dr. Lamb — Will you tell me as 


much as you can about the treatment 
and diet of ulcers. My friend has a rath- 
er trying job at the airport and I suppose 
that is the cause right there. Every 
spring and fall he has trouble. He claims 
you just have to weather It and watch 
your diet. Is there any way to forestall 
thcte attacks? 


Drar Iteailrr — Ulcers do tend to recur 


in spring or fall. Just why, nobody 
knows. 


; The common duodenal ulcers (often 
Improperly called stomach ulcers) occur 
. in times as often In men as they do In 
women. They were raro1>oforo 1900. Now 
one out of four men have one during 
their lifetime. This increase In men par- 
allels the changes in life style In our In- 
dustrialized nations. Afore people lived In 
the country and lived a simpler life. 
•Smoking was not so common and those 
who did smoke often had to roll their 
invn which greatly slowed down cigarette 
consumption. People drank less coffee 
and alcohol. 


• Slrcii — particularly frustration, ang- 
er, and hostility over a long period of 
time — tends to precipitate ulcers. It 
.illmulntcs the stomach to produce large 


'•amounts of acid pepsin juice. The acid 


pcrriln juice normally begins the diges- 
tion of proteins as in meat. It is not sur- 
prising then that. In excess quantities, it 
will start digesting the body tissue, spec- 
fically the lining of the duodenum just 
ctiNUIc the stomach. 


Although much can be done to relieve 


the problems of ulcers with medicine and 
changes in habits, unless the stress fac- 


tor can be significantly altered, reoccu- 
rcnces arc likely. Sometimes It means 
that the individual should change jobs. 


Coffet, tea and colas all contain caf- 


feine in varied amounts. Caffeine is a 
powerful stimulant to the stomach to 
pour out large amounts of acid pepsin 
juice. Anyone who has an ulcer, or has 
had an ulcer, should not drink any of 
these beverages. The purpose of medical 
treatment of ulcers is to neutralize the 
formation of acid pepsin juice, which in 
turn allows the healing of the ulcer. It 
does not make much sense then to stimu- 
late the stomach to pour out more acid 
pepsin juice. 


ALCOHOL HAS a similar action in 


stimulating the formation of acid pepsin 
juice. It Is also Irritating to cells. Anyone 


who has an ulcer should not use alcohol 
in any form. 


Cigarets inhibit the formation of alka- 


line digestive juices that are poured out 
into the first part of the small intestine 
to help neutralize the acid pepsin juice. 
Ulcers are twice as common In heavy 
cigarette smokers as in non-smokers. 


The habits mentioned above are prob- 


ably more important than the diet. The 
diet should consist of good wholesome 
food eaten regularly. One should avoid 
acid fruits, fruit juices and spicy foods. 
In very severe cases the doctor may pre-

action, the group is acting contrary to 
the wishes of Elk Grove High School 
Principal Robert Haskell and jazz band 
director Douglas Peterson, Busse said. 


Busse and Sherpan, who originally be- 


came involved in the case because they 
are members of the Elk Grove student 
council, told the parents they must now 
act as individuals because Haskell has 
told them they can no longer involve the 
school directly in the issue without 
risking the dissolution of student council. 


The Elk Grove jazz band became eli- 


gible to participate In the June 6-9 festi- 
val in Mobile by winning a regional con- 
test in Crown Point, Ind. The winners of 
the 12 regional contests received in- 
vitations to the "All-American High 
School Jazz Festival," a noncompetltive 
event. 


A rule by the IHSA, which governs in- 


terscholastlc competition between mem- 
ber high schools, prohibits music groups 
from attending any contest or noncom- 
petltive festival not sanctioned by the 
IHSA which requires students to miss 
school. 


Busse said when he originally ap- 


proached band director Peterson about 
the Mobile trip, Peterson said he wanted 
to make the trip, but could not because 
of the IHSA rule. 


Last week, however, Busse said Peter- 


son reversed himself and said he will not 
take the band to the festival even If the 


rule is changed. "He won't give us any 
reason," Busse said. 


COST OF THE trip would be $1,680 for 


the 25 jazz band members and band di- 
rectors, Busse said. He said the Elk 
Grove Village Jaycees have indicated 
they will donate some money toward the 
cost of the trip if the IHSA rule is 
changed. 


One of the parents at the meeting said 


he believes Peterson will change his 
mind about making the trip If the rule is 
changed and finances are worked out. In 
addition, the parent said, "I think this 
trip Is more than just competition. I 
think we're denying the jazz band mem- 
bers an educational experience they may 
never have a chance for again." 


One band member, who asked that he 


not be identified, said Peterson had 
warned band members not to attend 
Busse's meeting or to let their parents 
attend the meeting. "Mr. Peterson really 
holds something over our heads — like 
our grade," the student said. "He can 
make life miserable for us if we go 
against him." 


Busse said he believed the first step 


was to change the IHSA rule, even if the 
band is eventually denied permission to 
go to the festival. "If Mr. Peterson 
doesn't want to go," he said, "We can't 
put him under the lash and make him go, 
but if the rule is wrong it should be 
changed."

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The Illinois 


House has passed a state lottery bill its 
sponsor said would bring at least $75 mil- 
lion a year into the common school fund. 
Foes called the measure an immoral at- 
tack on the work ethic and an ex- 
ploitation of human weaknesses. 


A slightly different version of the lotte- 


ry proposal, sent to the Senate, passed 
the House last year but died on the Sen- 
ate floor. 


"Yes, this will raise hopes, but I say it 


will raise false hopes," said Rep. George 


Ray Hudson, R-Hinsdale. "We owe the 
people of Illinois more. We owe them the 
truth. For every winner, there will be 
thousands left with nothing but a ticket 
stub as a consolation prize." 


Hudson conceded no one would be 


forced to buy a lottery ticket whose price 
at the supermarket, gas station or drug 
store would be set by a five-member 
commission appointed by the governor. 


"But we are giving every human de- 


sire and temptation a chance to take 
over," Hudson said. "This taps money 


from those least able to aford it." 


REP. ZEKE GIORGI, D-Rockford, de- 


nied his bill would make the poor poorer 
and send welfare costs sky high as some 
detractors charged. 


"I have statistics suggesting poor 


people don't buy tickets," Glorgl said, 
"because a majority of winners in other 
states with lotteries aren't poor." 


Giorgi also tried to debunk the argu- 


ment a state lottery would put Illinois in 
the gambling business.

Dist. 214 vote 
prolongs talks 


For awhile last week it appeared 


the annual ritual of salary negotia- 
tions had ended, until 1076, for 
HTgh School Dist. 214. 


; A six-man committee, made up 
of two board members, Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert and three teachers, 
had come up with a proposed 
three-year contract to be sub- 
mitted for approval by both sides. 


The proposed agreement pro- 


vided that beginning salaries for 
teachers would be boosted $350 a 
year, reaching a high of $9.650 by 
the 1075-76 school year. If the cost 
of living increased in 1073 or 1074 
by 5 per cent or more, the contract 
Could be renegotiated in 1075. Oth- 
erwise the contract would mean no 
Bargaining 
between board 
and 


teachers until 1076. 
; Then the bottom fell out. 
;Tho teachers approved the con- 
tract by about a five to one mar- 
gin, but then the Dist. 214 board 
rejected It by 4-3. 


We believe the board's action 


was irresponsible, as it cast doubt 
on the good faith of the board's 
bargaining. The ultimate victim of 
the action will be the taxpayer. 


The reason given by the board 


members who voted down the con- 
tract was that it did not change the 
index, the system which makes 
each salary on the salary scale a 
fixed percentage of the beginning 
pay. These board members have 
insisted that the index is too ex- 
pensive for the district to maintain 
and that it must be changed. 


The district's teachers have re- 


sisted any change in the index, 
saying it represents security for 
older, more experienced teachers. 
They also say they believe the 
board's goal will mean lowering of 
the top pay as it relates to the be- 
ginning teacher's pay. 


Without making a final Judgment 


on the value or fairness of the in- 
dex, we yet have not been con- 
vinced Dist. 214 is in financial 
trouble. It docs not have a history 
of deficit spending, and it has a 
working cash fund which has been 
substantially untouched, that this 
year will total $2 million. 


The value of a three year con- 


tract is overriding because it will 
allow the district to plan spending 
three years ahead. For the first 
time since collective bargaining 
between the board and teachers be- 
gan, the two sides would have been 


able to get off the annual merry- 
go-round of contract talks. 


Another troubling aspect of the 


board's action is the doubt it casts 
on its ability to delegate bargain- 
ing authority to any group smaller 
than the full board. Although nego- 
tiations arc held in secret, as 
allowed by law, and board dis- 
cussions of the negotiations arc 
also secret, we believe it is safe to 
assume the board members dis- 
cussed, before the proposed agree- 
ment was finalized, what it would 
be willing to accept. 


Board member Gene Artcmenko, 


who Just last month was elected 
board president, said after the vote 
that he and other members of the 
committee which recommended 
the settlement had believed it 
would be approved. They were 
wrong. 


The board apparently Is unable 


to Instruct its negotiators clearly, 
or is unwilling to support them 
once they reach a settlement. 


We are concerned about the pos- 


sible impact this may have on fu- 
ture negotiations with the district's 
teachers, who now will always 
have to wonder whether negotia- 
tors, even negotiators as prestig- 
ious as the board president and 
superintendent, can speak for the 
board. 


The district's contract dispute 


will now be placed in the hands of 
a fact-finding board made up of 
representatives of each side and a 
professional arbiter. If last year's 
experience with a 
fact-finding 


board is a guide, the negotiations 
will now drag through summer, 
with a settlement coming some- 
time in the fall. 


Taxpayers should remember that 


this process costs money (arbiters 
don't work for free) and that the 
financial planning of the district 
will also be slowed by the delay in 
reaching agreement. 


The board could have had a 


three-year contract, with the sta- 
bility and opportunity for planning 
that provides. Now it will probably 
not have more than a one-year con- 
tract, since the teachers' leaders 
have said they will be hesitant to 
agree to a multi-year plan again. 


So, again the annual hassle of 


long, wearying salary negotiations 
has been perpetuated. The Dist. 214 
board can take — and deserves — 
full blame for that unfortunate per- 
petuation.

work all day in offices, shops or 
factories and then have to cook for 
the family will hardly call that 
"liberation."

These are just a few of the somewhat 


surprising Items turned up In a detailed 


study of how 147 corporations used new 
management tools recently devised by 
companies, consultants and university 
business schools. 


The study was made by four consulting 


firms, Rath & Strong, Inc. of Boston; 
Laurence Letter & Co. of Kansas City; 
Thco. Berry & Associates of Los Angeles, 
and Llfson, Wilson, Ferguson & Wlnlck, 
Inc. of Dallas.. 


THE RESULTS were not all positive. 


None of the 13 new management tech- 
niques studied proved universally suc- 
cessful or popular. Even electronic data 
processing, the most widely used, was 
termed "unsatisfactory" by 12 per cent 
of the companies. 


Job enrichment and "cafeteria" execu- 


tive compensation, which do so well at 
Lou Ann Sanderson's and Frederlnh 
Mann's firms, were found unsatisfactory 
by 16 and 20 per cent of those answering 
respectively. 


The modern management tool that 


frustrated the most companies and em- 
ployes Is called Indirect Work Measure- 
ment. This means attempting to fix a 
mathematical standard for the cost and 
staffing lovclj of non-production employ- 
ers. Most firms found this difficult or im- 
possible, saying you just have to go by 
old-fashioned, somewhat subjective per- 
sonal judgment.

A new wrinkle In mortgage financing is 


making it possible for couples with good 
credit, but not much cash, to get around 
that hurdle of the Impossibly large down 
payment. 


What arc your chances, for example, 


of buying a $30,000 house with a 11,500 
down payment? Not too long ago, the 
correct answer would have been, "Near 
zero." Today, something called private 
mortgage insurance is making such low- 
cash down payments possible for many 
couples. 


Mortgage lenders currently offer 70 


per cent financing or better — up to 80 
per cent oven. To the buyer of a $30.000 
house, that means coming up with $8,000 
to $0,000 cash — a stopper for many fam- 
ilies. 


"Conventional" loans — those made by 


a private lender and not insured by FHA 
or VA are generally limited to this per- 
centage range for two reasons. Federal 
rcRulotlons enter Into It. lo some extent. 
Mostly It's the risk Involved in high-ratio 
loans. Individual lenders aren't set up to 
assume that much risk. 


PRIVATE MORTGAGE insurance is 


similar to FHA Insurance. Both Insure 
the "top end" of the loan. For example, 
a lender offers 70 per cent financing on a 
$30,000 house — a loan of $21,000. A pri- 
vate .mortgage insurance company may 
then agree to insure the "top 25 per 
cent" of a larger loan. This stretches the

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loan from 70 per cent to 95. The spread 
between $21,000 and $28,500 is Insured, 
leaving the lender with his original 
$21,000 or 70 per cent risk. 


Such Insurance adds to the home buy- 


er's costs, of course. "It's taken out by 
the lender but paid for by the purcha- 
ser," explains Jackson W. Goss, presi- 
dent of Investors Mortgage Insurance 
Company in Boston. 


In the example above, there would be 


a first-year charge of 1 per cent — $283 
— plus a $20 appraisal fee. This can be 
paid in a lump sum, or spread over the 
life of the loan. After the first year, the 
cost of insurance drops to V\ of one per 
cent, on the balance of the loan. 


Private mortgage insurance, Goss 


maintains, has several advantages over 
FHA. "Private insurance remains in ef- 
fect only until the balance of the loan 
drops down to the original commitment 
on the loan" — in the example above, 
until the loan is paid down to $21,000. 


"It's usually in effect for only seven to 


ten years," Goss say*, "while FHA In- 
surance remains in effect for the entire 
life of the loan. And the charge for FHA 
Insurance is a flat one-half of one per 
cent, rather than the one-quarter per 
cent of private insurance." 


TO COMPARE costs, the FHA loan on 


the $30,000 house might be $27,550 at 7 
per cent, as against a privately Insured 
loan of $28,500 at 8 per cent. 


For insurance the monthly charge 


would be $11.43 for FHA, $11.83 for pri- 
vate. Because of the smaller down pay- 
ment and the higher interest rate, how- 
ever, the monthly payment would be 
about $26 higher with private Insurance 
— $209.19 versus $183.48. 


Private insurance actually has been 


around for several years, but until 
recently offered only one basic insurance 
program and two rate plans. Investors 
Mortgage, one of the younger but more 
innovative companies, early in 1971 de- 
veloped four separate programs with 16 
different premium plans, including the 
Insuring of 95 per cent loans. IMIC is 
licensed in 47 states and the District of 
Columbia, and more than 3,300 approved 
lenders across the country are using 
IMIC programs. 


Some of the plans Insure lower-ratio 


loans, better suited to some families. 
Goss points out that "95 per cent financ- 
ing programs were not designed primar- 
ily for low-income families." 


THE FAMILY qualifying for a 95 per 


cent loan, he says, "typically has annual • 
Income of $13,000 to $15,000. For the most 
part, they're young families buying their 
first houses. They have adequate in- 
comes plus good futures and then can 
afford the monthly payments." 


There does seem to be something for 


everyone, though. Among those who've 
used these insured loans to buy houses 
arc a pair of IB-year-old newlyweds of 
Warren, Mich. — who got an $18,500 loan 
on a $19,500 house — and, in Nevada, two 
priests who bought a $27,500 house with a 
down payment of only $1,375. No trouble 
there about the credit check. "When it 
came to references," said the lender, 
"well — you really can't go much high- 
er."

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Businessmen's group works for community 
Idealism can be practical

Idealism can be made practical, say 


the leaders of a locally based watchdog 
organization armed with a commitment 
to "make a better community for all." 


It's the Business and Professional 


People for the Public Interest group, 
known until early this year as Business- 
men for the Public Interest. 


Relishing the White Knight role as 


ombudsman for the public, the group has 
taken on the giants in the political and 
business fields in its quest for a better 
life. Just last week, the not-for-profit or- 
ganization celebrated its fourth an- 
niversary topping off a Chicago luncheon 
with the announcement that a petition 
had been filed in Washington calling for 
an appointment of an independent prose- 
cutor in the Watergate proceedings. 


OTHER efforts include the successful 


canipalgn to force U.S. Steel to clean up 
its coke ovens at Gary, Ind.; the success- 
ful push for new standards in the dis- 
posal of radioactive wastes by the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission; suits 
filed 


against the police department in Chicago 
for violations of civil rights: participa- 
tion in licensing hearings for new nuclear 
plants; and participation in legal studies 
w i t h Northwestern University Law 
School. 


Then there are the BPI actions to weed 


out election fraud and reform realty as- 
sessment practices, readjust the landlord 
tenant relationship and curtail U.S. 
Army spying on civilians. 


BPI Is considering legal action in the 


near future against the U.S. Army Corps 


of Engineers to prevent further erosion 
of the Lake Michigan shoreline. 


FOR EXECUTIVE director Alexander 


Polikoff, billed as a "boat-rocker and a 
gentleman" at the BPI luncheon, no 
cause could be singled out as the most 
significant in this search for a better 
community life. "Perhaps more Impor- 
tant than any of these successes and fail- 
ures, our greatest accomplishment is the 
involvement of many people in the busi- 
ness community," says Polikoff. 


BPI is supported by several founda- 


tions and many individuals representing 
a range of business interests. Car deal- 
ers, investment bankers, hardware com- 
panies, and lawyers are equally welcome 
in the group. 


"It's their own sense of what the right 


thing to do is, and if this is true it 
shouldn't make any difference if they get 
caught short later on," says Polikoff of 
the membership commitment. By this 
he's referring to the possibility that to- 
day's contributor to BPI may be nailed 
as a culprit tomorrow. 


"I think more and more people in busi- 


ness are beginning to respond," said 
Polikoff of the social conscience aware- 
ness. "I am encouraged by this sense of 
public Interest." 


THE GOING is not easy, he adds. A 


continuing effort Is needed to weed out 
environmental and safety problems In li- 
censing of nuclear plants, industrial pol- 
lution of Lake Michigan, dealing with ra- 
cial discrimination and other legal ef- 
forts. 


All this takes money. BPI is short of 


its annual budget requirement of 
$275,000. The organization is seeking 
added support from business and profes- 
sional people in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


"Our scope is the entire metropolitan 


area," says Polikoff. "We're of very 
definite interest to suburbia. We hope to 
show this interest and attract new mem- 
bers." For example, the group's "per- 
suasion" was instrumental along with ef- 
forts by the Illinois Citizens for Better 
Broadcasting, in focusing public pressure 
on Sears Roebuck and Co. when the 
"ghosting" effect caused in liome tele- 
vision sets by the new Sears Tower be- 
came apparent. The company ultimately 
agreed to provide antennas atop its 
building for TV stations desiring to move 
there. 


Emphasized by RPI president Bernard 


Weissbourd, also president of Metropoli- 
tan Structures, Inc., the concern for prof- 
its and the quality of life are essential to 
the survival of the free enterprise sys- 
tem. The risk of not attracting young 
people to the professions is too great, he 
says. "We all risk being prosecuted by 
this creation we have created," he said, 
adding that the payoff is a "morally up- 
lifting total community."

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Pension fund assets at $114 billion 


Assets of private pension, funds other 


than those administered by insurance 
companies reached $114.3 billion in book 
value in 1972, up $7.9 billion from the 
year before, says a Commerce Clearing 
House report. 


Pension fund Investments in corporate 


securities at year's end amounted to 
more than $101.1 billion — $72.3 billion in 
common stock, $27.4 billion In corporate 
bonds and $1.4 billion in preferred stock, 
according to the CCH report of Securities 
and Exchange Commission preliminary 
data. Common stock investments rose by 
$9.6 billion in 1972 compared to an $11 
billion rise in 1971. 


In contrast to the $9.6 billion increase 


in common stock investments, total as- 
sets rose only $7.9 billion, largely 
through pension funds liquidating other 
portfolio investments In favor of common 
stock purchases in 1972. Holdings of cor- 
porate bonds and mortgages declined 
while holdings of U.S. government secu- 
rities edged up slightly, CCH reported. 


Combined assets of private and public 


pension funds totaled more than $314 bil- 
lion at the end of 1972. This includes as- 
sets of private noninsured pension funds, 
insured pension reserves, state 'and local 
government retirement funds and pen- 
sion funds administered by the U.S. gov- 


ernment. Private pension funds amount- 
ed to $166.5 billion and public funds held 
$148.2 billion. 


I n s u r e d private pension reserves 


(statement value) were estimated to be 
$52.2 billion at year-end. More than half 
the growth in insured pension funds was 
attributable to separate accounts set up 
by insurance companies to invest pension 
monies; separate accounts of insurance 
companies amounted to an estimated 
$9.9 billion at the end of 1972, compared 
to $7.1 billion in 1971. 


In the public sector, state and local re- 


tirement funds had $72.1 billion in assets 
at year's end, according to Federal Re- 
serve Board estimates. These funds grew 
11.2 per cent from the $64.8 billion 
chalked up the year before. 


Federal government pension funds held 


$76.1 billion in assets, invested almost en- 
tirely in U.S. government securities, 
CCH reported.

Today's defense could only take place 


In an all-expert game. West decides to 
open a heart and hope for the best. The 
best happens because East produces the 
queen and South takes his ace. 


Now South proceeds to run off four 


spade tricks and you have to make a dis- 
card. At least 09 players out of 100 would 
let a low club go and give declarer a 
play to make his contract. A low heart 
discard would also be fatal If South takes 
the rlsht viewpoint. 


A diamond discard turns out to be the 


winner and there is plenty of logic in 
back of It. South Is known to have held 
nine points In spades; five In hearts and 
none at all in diamonds. Even If he has 
cheated and bid a 20-polnt two no-trump 
ho holds tho ace and queen of clubs and 
will be sure to make his contract if he 
holds as many as three diamonds. 


Therefore, you mint discard a low dia- 


mond. Now South leads the 10 of dia- 
monds. You duck; win tho second dia- 
mond and get out with a club. 


South has no way to keep your partner 


from getting a club and leading a heart 
to you. 


Suppose South had led tho 10 of dia- 


monds at trick two. You would duck and 
It would bo up to your partner to play a 
high diamond. You could read this dis- 
card as showing two or four. If it were 
from two there would be no point holding 
off the second diamond; therefore, In all 
expert games you would automatically 
grab the second lead of the suit.

A bridge to the future in space 


Charles Conrad Jr.... Dr. Joseph Kerwin ... Paul J. Weitz

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Take a 


three bedroom apartment and a multi- 
purpose laboratory, put them Inside a 
huge rockot fuel lank, add an observa- 
tory and provisions for three men for 20 
weeks and you have America's soon-to- 
be-launched Skylab space station. 


Skylab Is by far the largest spaceship 


over built. It Is one of a kind, a 92.5 bil- 
lion effort to build on 11 years of earth 
orbital and moonfllght cxpcrlci.ee and 
put space technology to work for man on 
Earth. 


The 168,578-pound assembly, fashioned 


out of a Saturn rocket stage, Is set for 
launch Into orbit around Earth at 12:30 
p.m. CDT Monday, May 14, to open 
America's fourth man-in-space project. 


SKYLAB OVER the next eight months 


will house three crews of three men 


each. The first three astronauts will stay 
up a record of 28 days and the next two 
crews each Mill occupy the orbiting lab 
for 56 days, and possibly longer on the 
final mission. 


The current space endurance record Is 


held by three Soyuz 11 Soviet cosmonauts 
who died became of a hatch leak after 
nearly 24 days In orbit two years ago. 


The two-level Skylab is much larger 


than the Salyut that the cosmonauts oc- 
cupied, and the American lab Is more 
like a ship than a spacecraft. It has three 
little bedrooms, a ward room complete 
with freezers, and food heaters, a bath- 
room, a well-equipped medical area and 
barn-like work areas. 


Skylab will be launched with stores for 


420 man-days of spaccfllght. There ore 
more than 20,000 items on the inventory, 
Including 2,100 pounds of canned, frozen 
and dried food, 1,200 aspirin, 109 T-shirts, 
four decks of playing cards, 150 rolls of 
teleprinter paper and 60 pounds of tools. 


Veteran moon pilot Charles "Pete" 


Conrad, 42, Dr. Joscp P. Kerwin, 41- 
year-old physician, and Paul J. Wcltz, 40, 
on aeronautical engineer, will visit Sky- 
lab first. They arc scheduled to take off 
on May 15, a day after the lab is 
launched, and fly a modified Apollo com- 
mand ship to a rcndcvous and hookup 
with Skylab 7 hours and 40 minutes later. 


THE APOLLO WILL serve as a ferry 


for Skylab. The command ship, almost 
identical to those that shuttled men to 
and from the moon, will remain docked 
to Skylab for 28 days. Then Conrad, Kcr- 
wln and Wcitz wilt return to earth in the 
Apollo, leaving Skylab In orbit to be vis- 


ited by the next crew two months later. 


Alan L. Bean, who flew to the moon 


with Conrad on Apollo 12, will command 
the second Skylab mission, set to start 
Aug. 8. He will be accompanied by Dr. 
Owen K. Garriott, an electrical engineer, 
Jack R. Lousma, an aeronautical engi- 
neer. 


The third crew, to be launched Nov. 9 


to spend 56 days In orbit, will be com- 
manded by Gerald P. Carr, an aeronau- 
tical engineer who has not yet flown in 
space. His crewmen also are both 
rookies, Dr. Edward G. Gibson, a physi- 
cist, and William R. Pogue, who has a 
master's degree in mathematics. 


Skylab will circle earth at 5 miles a 


second In a 270-mile high orbit canted 50 
degrees to the Equator. That path will 
take it farther north and south, 3,450 
miles In each direction, than any Ameri- 
can manned spaceship and will come 
very close to the tracks followed by So- 
viet manned spaceships. 


DURING ITS eight months of service, 


Skylab will crisscross every section of 
the United States and 75 per cent of the 
world's surface. The space station is so 
big, 118 feet long and 90 feet wide, that 
at sunrise and sunset it will resemble a 
large star streaking southeast to north- 
cast. 


The object of the Skylab project is to 


see if men can withstand the peculia- 
rities of weightless space for long periods 
and to experiment with a broad variety 
of practical applications to see what he 
can do in orbit that he can't on Earth. 


The nine Skylab astronauts will con- 


duct a total of 83 experiments In such 
diverse fields as solar astronomy, earth 
resources surveying and materials pro- 
cessing as well as medicine. 


"We believe that there Is only one way 


to learn about man's capabilities in 
space, and that is to let him live and 
work in space on real tasks, on tasks 
that are of first importance to him and 


his colleagues back on Earth," said asso- 
ciate NASA administrator George M. 
Low. 


"Skylab Is a bridge to the future," said 


program director William C. Schneider. 


It is the first step toward large, semi- 


permanent space stations that NASA ex- 
pects someday will house dozens of sci- 
entists and engineers, perhaps of differ- 
ent nationalities, for months at a time.

The Skylab space station will provide 


many comforts of home for the astro- 
nauts. Each man will have his own pri- 
vate three by five foot bedroom, com- 
plete with a personal stereo tape deck, a 
reading light, clothes lockers, and a per- 
sonal equipment compartment. 


They will sleep in brown sleeping bags 


made of a soft flannel-like material and 
hung vertically on a wall like a papoose 
on an Indian mother's back. 


Personal hygiene also is more like 


home in Skylab. The big space station 
has a bathroom equipped with a newly 
designed space toilet for operation in 
weightlessness, a handwasher, mirrors 
for shaving, a vacuum cleaner, a wash- 
cloth squeezer and magnetic soap hold- 
ers. 


Skylab will even have a shower and 


each pilot is expected to bathe once a 
week, using three quarts of warm water. 
To take a shower, an astronaut will step 
inside a ring mounted on the cabin floor 
and raise a 42-Inch diameter cloth cur- 
tain which is attached to the ceiling. He 
douses with a flexible hose, and a vacu- 
um system draws off the water. 


The 100-square-foot ward room in the 


orbiting laboratory will serve as the 
kitchen, dining room and lounge. In the 
middle of the ward room is a unique 
table that heats food in portable trays, 
provides hot and cold water for pre- 
paring rehydratable food and serves as a 
dining table. 


When the pilots have some spare time, 


they can gaze at the Earth 270 miles be- 
low through a special 18-inch double-pan- 
ed window in the ward room. For recrea- 
tion, the room has a corner cabinet con- 
taining a tape player and 48 cassettes of 
music, playing cards, 36 paperback 
books selected by the astronauts, a dart- 
board, rubber balls, exercising equip- 
ment and binoculars. 


Such orbiting platforms will be serviced 
by winged shuttle ships, like ferry boats 
supply islands at sea. 


THE SPACE PLANNERS envision 


such man-made Islands in space to ex- 
ploit the uniqueness of space for a wide 
variety of applications and eventually to 
serve as way stations for flights to the 
moon and planets. 


Among the jobs foreseen now for space 


stations are manufacturing plants for 
goods that can't be made in earth's grav- 
ity — such as perfect ball bearings, foam 
steel and some vaccines. Planners also 
expect such manned orbiting platforms 
to serve as astronomical observatories, 
whether watching stations, research labs 
and the like. 


But before such dreams can be made a 


reality, scientists must prove that man 
can live in weightless space for long pe- 
riods without harmful physiological ef- 
fects. 


"I think it's important for us to realize 


that we have real questions about the 
limitations of man," said Dr. Charles A. 
Berry, NASA's chief of life sciences. 


Berry has watched U.S. astronauts in- 


crease their exposure to the lack of grav- 
ity from five minutes to 14 days without 
serious difficulty and he personally 
doesn't agree with most of the doubts 
that have been raised in this country and 
abroad. But he said, "We do have some 
serious questions and we need data to 
prove it." 


SEVENTEEN different medical ex- 


periments will be conducted aboard Sky- 
lab during the 20 weeks it is manned, to 
monitor its pilots and see how their bod- 
ies are affected by weightlessness. The 
space station is equipped as well as — or 
better than — a general practitioner's of- 
fice on earth and doctors on the ground 
will be able to watch.the astronauts' con- 
dition daily. 


There are two particularly important 


pieces of medical gear aboard Skylab. 
One is a cylindrical chamber that simu- 
lates the effects of gravity on the body's 
circulatory system by reducing the oxy- 
gen pressure on the lower part of the 
body. The effect is the same as it is on 
earth when one suddenly stands after a 
period of rest. 


The other is a bicycle exerciser and 


associated electronic equipment to mea- 
sure a crewman's heart rate and oxygen 
consumption for a given amount of work. 
Kerwin said the bicycle will let doctors 
see how well men can work, peddling the 
stationary bike, after living in weightless 
space at different intervals. 


"IF HE QUITS early, Is it because his 


legs got too tired? That's a mechanical 
problem most likely because it's harder 
to ride a bike up there than it is on the 
ground," Kerwin said in an interview. 
"Or does he quit because he's exhausted, 
with a high heart rate and a high blood 
pressure? That's a different story. You 
really have to think about that." 


Kerwin said his biggest concern was 


not the heart, but the loss of calcium that 
apparently occurs for some reason when 
the body is exposed to the lack of grav- 


ity. A similar loss of bone material is 
seen in patients on earth who spend long 
periods in bed. 


"I wonder about the bones," Kerwin 


said. "I cannot make a valid argument 
to myself why the bones should not con- 
tinue losing calcium for quite a long peri- 
od of time." Doctors fear that a steady 
calcium loss for many months would 
weaken to the bones to the extent that 
they might eventually break under 
strains they normally could withstand. 


BESIDES PROVING that man can 


work safely in space for weeks and 
months at a time, the Skylab astronauts 
plan to see just what men in space can 
do that men on earth cannot. 


There are three general types of ex- 


periments aboard the orbiting lab. One 
set will use a battery of telescopes to 
study the sun. Another group will use dif- 
ferent sensors to gaze at earth and sur- 
vey its natural resources and a third 
group will try out different ways to pro- 
cess materials in the unique weightless 
environment. 


"There are many things that can be 


done from space to help everybody, be- 
sides just gaining knowledge," Conrad 
said. "Some day we should be routinely 
using space as we use the air today to fly 
airplanes and get people around and do 
various things." 


Skylab's solar studies are primarily 


basic research, but even they may have 
a practical payoff. Some of the solar 
phenomena physicists are most inter- 
ested in are the occasional great out- 
bursts of radiation that affect Earth's 
weather, disrupt radio communications 
and sometimes even result in elec- 
tromagnetic disturbances that cause 
power blackouts. 


OTHER SENSORS aboard Skylab will 


be looking at the earth, photographing 
selected regions across the United States 
and in other countries to tell scientists 
more about Earth's resources and to 
monitor changes to its delicate environ- 
ment. Several hundred scientists will 
study Skylab's photographs to gather in- 
formation expected to be helpful In the 


fields of agriculture, forestry, geology, 
hydrology, oceanography, geography, 
meteorology and ecology. 


In addition to serving as an earth and 


solar observatory, Skylab will act as a 
factory in orbit. Its crewmen will use an 
electric furnace and small vacuum 
chamber equipped with an electron beam 
welder to experiment with manufac- 
turing processes in the weightless envi- 
ronment. Tests also will be made of 
welding and brazing techniques for later 
use in space repair and maintenance op- 
erations. 


Nineteen high school students also will 


have experiments aboard Skylab, as a 
result of a national competition spon- 
sored two years ago by NASA and the 
National Science Teachers' Association, 
The experiments will include the use of 
Skylab photographs to determine ways to 
predict imminent volcanic activity, a 
telescopic search for objects within the 
orbit of Mercury, and an experiment to 
see how spiders spin webs in weight-less- 
ness.

DuBrow on TV...by Rick DuBrow 
Video movie fare becoming more and more frank 


HOLLYWOOD — The new frankness In 


television shows was helped along by the 
increased number of earthy, adult mov- 
ies visible on the home screen. 


These motion pictures began to move 


in on video because the supply of older 
films, with more traditional values, was 
running short. Some of these films were 
being rerun to death. 


This meant that broadcasters had to 


depend more and more on the newer sup- 
ply of movies, with their contemporary 
outlooks, values and subject matter. 


Some of these motion pictures were 


seen on local stations. Some were the 
newer supply of movies, with their con- 
temporary outlooks, values and subject 
matter. The law of supply and demand 
was also working Its way on program- 
mers looking for new movies. 


ALL OF THESE factors combined to 


condition televiewers for more frank ma- 
terial and attitudes on the home screen. 
And this conditioning was important to 
the networks because it meant that new- 


er outlooks could be used in regular tele- 
vision shows. 


Furthermore, since broadcasters were 


increasingly interested in younger, urban 
audiences — who presumably have more 
money to spend on advertised products, 
and like to spend it — the more contem- 
porary films, and video shows, were part 
of the pattern desired by television. 


Now, as the trend escalates, all of the 


adult material that the newer, televised 
movies made possible in video shows is 
making it inevitable for viewers to be 
conditioned for even earthier motion pic- 
tures on the home screen. 


This doesn't mean the floodgates are 


wide open. Far from it. Television is still 
basically conservative in its social out- 
look. For instance, CBS-TV shied away 
from putting on the rock festival movie 
"Woodstock," which it had announced 
for this season, but which eventually 
made network executives nervous be- 
cause of some explicit language and vis- 
ual material. 
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HOLLYWOOD - Cliff Arquette 


chinned himself on the small trapeze 
above his hospital bed and fell back on 
the pillows exclaiming. "I'm getting 
there!" 


Arquette, the beloved Charley Weaver 


of television, was lying in his small 
apartment recovering from a near fatal 
heart attack and stroke. 


Were it not for his wealth he'd be dead, 


he cheerfully admits. 


"I had that heart attack about a year 


ago," he said, "and the stroke two weeks 
later. I spent more than $40,000 recov- 
ering from them in hospital and doctor 
bills. 


"I asked one of the doctors what would 


have happened to me if I didn't have the 
money to pay for all those things, and he 
told me I'd have died." 


CLIFF BROKE into wheezy laughter. 


He is 100 pounds lighter than he 
was when stricken. And after eight 
months away from "The Hollywood 
Squares" game show he has returned to 
the NBC program as a regular.. 


"My left side is still paralyzed," he 


said. "Can't move my arm or my leg' 
very well. But I will, don't you worry. 


"I'm only 67 years old. Proud of it. 


And I'm walking around a little bit with 
the help of a brace and a cane. But I'm 
going to keep working at these exercises 
until I can walk without help. 


"I gave up drinking and smoking seven 


years ago, so I'm pretty healthy. But the 
stroke did one thing for me, it cured my 
fear of death. I'm ready any time. But 
I'm not in a hurry." 


Arquette said he had received some 


200,000 letters and get-well cards from 
fans during the past year and only now is 
catching up on reading them all. 


HE HAS PLENTY of time. "The Holly- 


wood Squares" tapes all its shows — five 
day-time and one prime time — on a 
single day each week. 


The schedule leaves Cliff free to pur- 


sue his own interests the other six days. 
He has a male nurse with him every day. 
The nurse drives him to the beach for 
the sun or to the Arizona border to visit 
friends. 


"I don't know how I'd get along with- 


out that fella," Cliff said "I pay him $100 
a day — 365 days a year. We've become 
fast friends. 


"He also is smart enough to find other 


things to do when my girl friend comes 
over for a visit." 


CLIFF CHORTLED happily. "Yes-sir, 


you can tell I'm feeling better and better 
all the time. 


"The stroke is what kept me flat on 


my back for six months. But I decided I 
wasn't going to be a cripple. The only 
thing that worried me was whether I'd 
suffered any brain damage. 


"But I'm brighter than I was before. 


The doctors gave me all kinds of tests 
and X-rays and I came out 100 per cent. 


"I get so many right answers on 'Hol- 


lywood Squares' because I actually know 
50 per cent of the facts involved. Horse 
sense takes care of another 25 per cent, 
and I just plain don't know the remain- 
ing 25 per cent."

WHAT YOU SEE is what you get. 
What you don't sec, you probably take 


for granted. 


That's presumably the case at Arling- 


ton Park as well as at horscrnclng facil- 
ities ocorss tho notion for "Bob Bettor," 
the average fan who frequents the track 
enough to recognize Its basic functions. 


Bob's too worried about handicapping 


tho horses in each race. He has learned 
to expect the totcboards In the infield to 
be updated every 60 seconds. 


lie e x p e c t s an up-to-the-minute 


analysis of the betting patterns of qul- 
ncllas and dally doubles. He expects the 
mutucl sellers to give him the com- 
blnatlon and denomination that he asks 
for and he expects to be provided with 
a payoff Immediately following a suc- 
cessful selection. 


But what Bob Bettor expects is actual- 


ly a fascinating behind-the-scenes oper- 
ation. What ho gets is the result of a 
complex, mind-boggling conglomeration 
of men and machines. 


A visit with Charlie Hoffman the man- 


ager of the Pari-Mutucl Department at 
Arlington Park, revealed tho Incredible 
split-second story plotted in the computer 
room. 


Following Bob Bettor through a chron- 


ological sequence of routine events might 
bo tho best way to begin the story. 


After menially making his selection for 


the race, Dob approaches one of the 345 
appropriate parl-muluel machines In the 
Arlington plant. 


Having correctly requested tho horse 


he feels will likely finish In the money, 
Mr. Bettor receives his ticket — either a 
win, place or show receipt In denomina- 
tions of a 2.6,10 or SO dollars or a multi- 
ple pool ticket — dolly double, qulnella 
or trifccta in essentially the same com- 
binations. 


What Bob now possesses Is a specially- 


engraved, multi-layered piece of paper 
originally and exclusively designed by 
tho American Totallsator Company who, 
according to Hoffman, "guarantees the 
paper for 100 per cent accuracy and pro- 
vides an Ink that is impossible to eradi- 
cate or eliminate." 


The paper is Inserted Into the parl-mu- 


tucl machines (one roll contains about 
5,000 tickets) and when a bet Is placed, 
tho machine automatically codes the 
ticket with a jumble of five nonsensical 
capital letters or figures in different 
script. 


In addition, the ticket Is coded for the 


race number, date, mutucl machine ori- 
gin and denomination. The background 
of the face of each ticket Is a web-like 
lattice of the letters "ATC" (Ameri- 
can Toatllsater Company) while the back 
li a pattern of graphically, unpredictable 
lines. 


"We've had several attempts at count- 


erfeiting tickets," Hoffman, a veteran of 
48 years in the business confessed. 
"There have been artists who have come 
close, but by changing tho codes once or 
twice every race, it's virtually impos- 
sible." 


Every depressed button on tho pari- 


mutucl machines is recorded on the du- 
plex computer — actually two computers

that work together in heartbeat pre- 
cision. 


"We tell he computer how many horses 


are In the race and the feature of the 
race — doily double, qulnella or tri- 
fecta," Hoffman simplified while coding 
the mammoth keyboard for a test run. 


Then with a casual flick of the finger, 


the huge metal brain begins spitting 
fourth yards of statistics on the betting 
patterns of the race. 


Within 15 seconds after each race, the 


multi-million dollar memory giant has 
neatly provided a detailed analysis of 
win, place and show betting from each 
mutucl machine on each horse, the total 
betting pools on each horse and the fea- 
ture clement (qulnella, trifccta or doily 
double payoffs). 


It has accurately split the betting pie 


Into the track's commission, the state's 
cut, tho breakage percentage, the net 
and the payoff money for distribution to 
the winning ticket holders. 


Oh, by the way it also keeps a running 


balance for each race and a season 
record "to the penny," Hoffman empha- 
sized. "You can either be over, short or 
balanced on each race," he stated. 


"Should a mutuel seller moke an error 


and return less money than he sold In 
ticket value, he makes up the dlfferenct 
from his own pocket.. Our constant bal- 
ance each day Is exact." 


While parl-mutuel machine and com- 


puter personnel could care less what 
horse is winning the race, Bob Bettor is 
feverishly making his way to the cash- 
ier's window where, unknowingly, liter- 
ally millions of calculations have been 
transacted to make his money available 
Immediately. 


Upon presentation of his winning tick- 


et, the cashier quickly checks the authen- 
ticity, tears the corner and stamps his 
window number on the, back. The money 
is then disbursed. 


Should a nervous fan accidentally bend 


or even mutilate his ticket during the 
race, the cashiers, with help of a super- 
visor, can most likely piece the stub 
back together so that all the codes coin- 
cide. Patrons though, are often reminded 
not to fold or bend their tickets. 


If more tickets are cashed than sold, a 


quick check can be made from each ma- 
chine and the surplus Immediately de- 
tected. But since each ticket Is coded 
with the seller's machine number, an 
excess of winning tickets could never be 
cashed. 


Conversely, rather than an over- 


abundance of ticket-cashing, Hoffman re- 
ports that some $121,000 in redeemable 
tickets were still outstanding as of May 
1. At the end of the meeting, any tickets 
still uncoshed are contributed to the Vet- 
erans Rehabilitation Fund. 


With a computer of this magnitude, 


why aren't trlfecta wagering patterns 
presented to the 'fans during betting of 
the ninth race much the same way as 
quinellas are updated? 


"The added factor of another horse," 


Hoffman explained, "makes for 1,320 
possible trifecta combinations. There's 
just simply not enough time to give that 
many combinations in the 25 minutes be- 
tween races." 


Then Hoffman grinned when he remi- 


nisced back in the days when all of the 
calcualtions were performed manually. 


"This Is the third year we've employed 


the duplex," he said. "But I can remem- 
ber back • In my early yean when a 
roomful of people figured out statistics in 
each r a c e . T i m e s have certainly 
changed." 


Arlington still employs people who work 


In the big banks and are familiar with 
split-second banking procedures. 


But Bob Bettor Isn't aware of such de- 


tails. He's only interested in what be sees 
and what he gets.-Not what he expects.

Court, Riggs: will May- 
'affair' end at love on

SAN DIEGO, California — It sprouted 


from a casual question tossed off at 
lunch. Bobby Rlggs had gone over 
to see friend Tony Trabert, the tennis 
pro at San Diego Country Estates. 
"Hey," asked Tony, "what ever hop- 
'pcncd to that challenge match you want- 
ed to play against a leading woman play- 
er?" 


It was an idea first proposed by Riggs 


a couple of years ago. 


"Yeah," mused Bobby. 
"Yeah," said Tony. 
So Bobby dug deep in his bell bottoms 


and came up with $5,000 which he waved 
at Blllle Jean King, winner take all. 


"I made her an offer she couldn't re- 


fuse," said Bobby, who's officially re- 
tired at the age of 55 and can now get to 
a movie. "But she did. And then we got 
Margaret Court." 


On May 13, at Trabert's home court, 


before the eyes of national television, 
Rlggs will meet Court, the slugger of the 
women's circuit, in a two-out-of-thrce set 
match, winner take all. All amounts to 
$10,000, since tho original five grand 
wouldn't buy much meat at today's 
prices and the San Diego Country Es- 
tates put up the extra five thousand. 


Margaret is 25 years younger than vet- 


eran Bobby, who last played seriously on 
the pro tennis tour In the spring of 1948 
(when Margaret was five years old). At 
5-9, Mrs. Court is an inch and a half tall- 
er than Rlggs. She slams the ball harder. 
"She looks," admitted Bobby, "tough." 


Then why should he — with the sag- 


ging jawllne and the graying sideburns 
and the shell-rim spectacles — play the 
match? 


"I like the limelight," he said in that 


rasping staccato voice. "It made a na- 
tional story. I've always been in com- 
petition. Those girls are always com- 
plaining they should get paid the same 
as men. What the hell, they don't de- 
serve equal money. Especially if they 
can't beat a 55-year-old guy." 


Yet at 150 pounds, he is only five 


pounds heavier than the guy who won 
two U.S. singles titles, won Wimbledon 
and dominated the pros for three years 
until Jack Kramer came along. He still 
competes In veteran tournaments (21 in 
1972) and last year won the 45-and-ovcr 
national grass courts championship. 


",If I lose to Court," he said, "It's gon- 


na make me look like a nut. Naturally, 
I'll be embarrassed and chagrined." 


Therefore, these mornings around 


Newport Beach, where Bobby lives, he's 
'out jogging to build up his stamina and 
legs. "But I got to be careful," he said, 
"not to be over-zealous. I don't want to 
be over-exhausted. I'm 55, the key factor 
in this match. That's ancient." 


But ancient Bobby has always been 


known as a good hustler. And there may 
be more than $10,000 riding on his match 
with Court. 


"I have been known," he grinned, "to 


take a few side bets." 


The curious aspect of their encounter, 


and one which really negates the man- 
vcrsus-woman factor of the match, Is 
that Bobby really plays defensive tennis, 
operating from the base line like many 
woman players, seldom coming to the 
net on his serve, while Margaret is a 
slam-bang big game exponent with the 
strong serve and volley which character- 
ize the men's game. 


"I'm a hobby tennis player," said ca- 


gey Bobby. "You discover one day 
you're an old man. About two months 
ago, when I made the challenge, I went 
out and found out I couldn't play."

Dlclmrd baseball fans have successful- 


ly weathered Larry Csonka's bull-like 
ruslici, Wilt Chamberlain's dipper-dunks 
nnd Frank Mahovlich's slap shots and 
arc on to the business at hand — base- 
ball's 06th season. 


Thankful that nothing like a strike held 


up this year's action, they arc settling 
down for what probably will be another 
wide-open run for the world champion- 
shin. 


for fanatic Cub fans there Is once 


n«nln a measure of unpredictability: will 
their North Side heroes remain the frus- 
trating also-rans they have been for sev- 
eral >cars or will the wily veterans jell 
Into n formidable unit and topple the 
Roberto Clemontc-less Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates? 


One thing, however, will remain con- 


stant. Ferguson Jenkins will win his usu- 
al 20 games cnorutc to a modest goal — 
cnshrlncmcnt In the Hall of Fame. 


Why h It such n certainly that Jenkins 


will keep up the name pace which hit* 
brought him 137 victories In eight Nation- 
al Lrugue season? Because Jenkins says 
It will be so! 


In a simply-written, 217-page book, 


"I.Ike Nalmily Elic: the Ferguson Jen- 
kins Story" (Regnery), baseball's super- 
star pitcher through Chicago Dally News 
iporli writer George Vass, tells what It's 
like to be a major Icaper with a per- 
cnnlnl runner up club whose main claim 
to baieball hlstnry was their fiery-former 
manager, Leo Oiirocher. 


Besides getting a glimpse of Fcrglc 


Fcrgle 


Jenkins 


growing up in Chatham, Ontario, where 
he met and later married his high school 
sweetheart, we learn from Fergle's book 
some of the behind the scenes actions of 
the stormy, controversial, ever-so frus- 
trating and unsuccessful quest for glory 
under the famous No. 2. 


From 1966 through the middle of last 


year Jenkins and his teammates put 
good seasons together, sometimes lead- 
ing the league for most of a campaign 
and always In contention. During the 
high points, Durocher and his players 
had a love affair going. When times were 
rough the manager and his squad acted 
like a couple who's marriage had gone 
sour. 


Though the book is about Jenkins, his 


story as well as the team's, cannot be 
explained without dwelling on Oiirocher's 
impact. Some of the chapter titles tell us 
something about the nature of the Cubs 
relationship with Durocher.

"I Meet the Devil and Like Him," 


"The Honeymoon With Leo," "Hey! 
Hey! Holy Mackerel!" and "Good-bye 
Leo, Hello Whltey," sum up the Duro- 
cher era. 


The chronological synopsis leads from 


Ron Santo's 1966 expletive, "I've never 
seen (the Cubs) with the confidence and 
desire it has now. And It's all because of 
the Man," to the now famous 1971 club- 
house meeting at which Santo had to be 
physically restrained from punching Leo 
In the nose. From the way Fergie tells it, 
It seems, Santo was probably Just trying 
to do something some of his teammates 
would have liked to have done. 


The lockerroom outburst, said Jenkins, 


turned the situation for the remainder of 
the '71 season into an "armed truce. The' 
unspoken agreement between Leo and 
the players was to talk to each other only 
if the situation demanded it. The team 
went through the motions the last month. 
It was like someone had pulled a blanket 
with 'Death' written on it over the team. 
Each day the blanket smothered us a 
little more." 


In fairness, according to Jenkins, 


Durocher did extricate the Cubs from the 
National League cellar and put spark in 
their play. The nucleus was there .for a 
pennant with Jenkins, Santo, Don Kess- 
'inger, Glen Beckert, Billy Williams, 
Randy Hundley, Bill Hands, Ken Holtz- 
man, But, somehow, the team always fell 
short. 


A look at the rest of the Cubs roster In 


those years might help explain It — re- 
member Byron Browne, George Altman, 
Bob Hendley, Dick Ellsworth, 
Cal 


Koonce, Billy Hoeft, Carl Warwick, 
Adolfo Phillips, John Hernstein, Robin 
Roberts and Curt Simmons (both after 
they passed their most 
productive 


years), Ray Culp, Joe Nlekro, Rich Nye, 
Ted Savage, Al Spangler, I/ee Thomas, 
Clarence Jones, Lou Johnson, Willie 
Smith, Phil Regan, Ted Abernathy, Dick 
Selma, Don Young and Johnny CalBson? 


Throughout, Jenkins was quietly sensa- 


tional. Although some years his winning 
percentage was not as high as he would 
have liked he carved out a record which 
made him one of the outstanding active 
pitchers in the major leagues. 


Jenkins has won 20 games in the last 


six seasons. Ills efforts culminated In 
many laurels, Including being chosen as 
the league's Cy Young Award winner, n 
distinction afforded the year's best pitch- 
er. 


Jenkins, 29, traces his climb to star- 


dom to his parents and his faith in God. 
A touching moment in the book occurred 
when his late mother came to "see" him 
pitch the 1966 season opener at Wrigley 
Field even though she was blind. She lis- 
tened to the game on the radio. 


Jenkins married his high school sweet- 


heart, Kathy Williams. They have two 
children, both girls, and live in Chicago. 
It is for these Important people in his life 
that Jenkins says be Is devoting his life. 


The six foot five inch 220 pound Jen- 


kins, now earning a yearly salary of 
$125,000, is providing for his family the 
best way he knows how. There were 
times when Jenkins might have enter- 
tained thoughts of going into other 
sports. He was a fine hockey and basket- 
ball player and even toured for a while 
with the Harlem Globetrotters. 


After his sixth 20-game season last 


year against the Philadelphia Phillies, 
Jenkins called in reporters to tell them, 
"I no longer want to be categorized with 
other active pitchers. I want people to 
say that Fergie Jenkins belongs in a 
class by himself." 


He further explained, "Twenty games! 


Six seasons in a row! I had won twenty 
games six seasons in a row! Like Robin 
Roberts. Like Warren Spahn. Like no- 
body else In the National League In the 
post 50 years. Not Bob Gibson. Not Juan 
Marichal. Not Tom Scnvcr. Only Rob- 
erts, Spahn and Ferguson Jenkins." 


If he continues his present pace, he 


said, he's sure he'll make it to the Hall 
of Fame, the nUir 
c In baseball recog- 


nition.

-. - Cub fan can discern 


the frustrations and troubles their heroes 
went through. For baseball buffs in gen- 
eral there is much to digest, especially a 
chapter devoted to pitching tips. All 
there is to know about pitching is not 
listed here by Jenkins, however. For 
that, he said, you can read his other 
book, "Inside Pitching." 


For youngsters who want to emulate 


the superstar there are passages that get 
right down to the minute details of his 
preparations on game days. For one 
thing, he puts on his jock strap after he 
puts on his sweat socks. And that ought 
to be enough to help catapult future Fer- 
gie Jenkins to stardom.

Example: Senate Joint Resolution N'o. 


I. Referred to the Senate Executive Com- 
mittee. It provided for presenting a 
"Missouri Plan" type of reorganization 
of the Department of Conservation to 
voters in a referendum. In short, let vot- 
ers decide If the much admired and re- 
spccled Missouri system of a public Con- 
servation Commission to direct the De- 
partment of Conservation Is what they 
want. What It docs, is remove the De- 
partment of Conservation from the 
clutches of the legislature. 


The bill's sponsor Invited the Illinois 


Wildlife Federation and all Its member 
organizations to submit testimony. The 
member clubs all agreed to submit let- 
ters and telegrams In support of the res- 
olutlon. To supplement the testimony of 
two key. long-time professional experts 
from within the Department of Con- 
sorvotlon. the Federation sent off Its 
most knowledgeable staff executive Ace 
Extrom. 


He was accompanied to Springfield by 


a representative of the Missouri Feder- 
ation of Sportsmen's Clubs, whose mem- 
bers had also supplied support for the 
Illinois Change-over to their system. 


First hitch: The- Director of Con- 


scrvation of Missouri, wanted to appear 
to give export. Impressive and firsthand 
testimony as to the success of the sy&tcm 
In his state. Except that there h n kind 
of courtesy agreement between bureau- 


crats. They will appear and give testi- 
mony on problems or plans of mutual 
Interest, only If Invited by their counter- 
part in the other state. 


Anthony Dean Is the young fellow that 


Dan Walker appointed as Director of the 
Illinois Deportment of Conservation. He 
got the job In reword fnr campaign work, 
not for prior experience or expertise. He 
was expert enough, however, to read the 
l)<m' mind, because he refused to Invite 
the Missouri Director to his state as a 
witness. 


Hitch No. 2: The two Federation wit- 


nesses, from Illinois and Missouri, ar- 
rived in Springfield to discover that they 
would be the only persons giving testi- 
mony. The two long time professionals 
from the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation who had been asked and had 
agreed to give testimony in behalf of the 
resolution, had been pressured into 
changing their minds. 


One senator said that the pressure 


came not from Dean or the Department 
of Conservation, but "straight from the 
hill." At any rate, they were not "able" 
to testify. 


The two representatives of the sports- 


men's clubs testified anyway, pointing 
out the near unanimous support of their 
constituent clubs, including the Izaak 
Walton League and other prestigious or- 
ganizations. They also outlined the near- 
ly 40-year success of the system In Mis- 
souri. 


Tho senators on the committee were 


their usual rude, Inattentive selves, chat- 
ting amiably with each other, snacklng 
and generally ignoring their guests. 
When the testimony ended, two of them 
took a walk and two Republicans joined 
with seven Democrats to kill the mea- 
sure. 


Example No. 2. House Bill 229. This 


cuts the cost of the gun owner I.D. cord 
from $5.00 to $2,00. Sounds good doesn't 
it?

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Nuclear testing 


fast and safe

You arc scheduled to go Into the hospi- 


tal for testing. Feeling nervous? Such re- 
action Is perfectly normal, but relax. Nu- 
clear medicine now makes It possible for 
many patients to doze — even sleep — 
through some testing procedures. 


Atomic ago medical testing Is fast, 


comfortable and safe for the patient, ex- 
plained Dr. Mariano Marco, specialist In 
radiology and nuclear medicine at Holy 
Family Hospital in DCS Plalncs. The 
patient undergoes little preparation be- 
fore testing begins. Ho simply swallows 
or is Injected with a harmless, radic- 
a c t i v e pharmaceutical, and special 
equipment (nuclear or scintillation cam- 
eras, scanners, blood volume analyzers, 
ore examples) traces radioactivity that 
collects In the organ being investigated. 
From this tracing, the physician quickly 
finds tho Information he seeks and can 
make his diagnosis. 


"Nuclear medicine is a medical spe- 


cialty In which the patient swallows or is 
Injected with radioactive nuclldcs (Iso- 
topes) to enable the doctor to make a 
diagnosis," said Dr. Marco. 


^ 


TESTING IN nuclear medicine is mea- 


sured in two ways. One procedure Is ac- 
complished by "Imagln" study (to make 
images or pictures). 


Other measurements such as thyroid 


blood tests, for example arc done in tho 
laboratory with special analyzers that 
automatically count gamma rays. Either 
way, the patient must first take in radio- 
active medication, explained Dr. Marzo. 


However, he assures patients who might 
feel squeamish about it that there is no 
danger to them. • 


First, all specialists working in nuclear 


medicine must pass rigid tests estab- 
lished by the United States Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission, as well as state regu- 
lations. "I passed some very tough 
boards," recalled Dr. Marzo with a 
smile. 


Nervous patients can forget the old 


"scare" stories they may remember — 
ovcrcxposurc to x-rays, poisonings from 
paint used to Illuminate radium dial 
watches and clocks, sickness and death 
caused by atomic bomb radiation. All 
these cases were exposed to huge 
amounts of radiation, some over very 
long lengths of time, said Dr. Marzo. 


MINUTE RADIATION is all that's 


needed to effectively register on today's 
sensitive medical Instruments, he added. 
The tiny amount of radiation a patient 
takes into his body is no more than he 
might encounter from his own luminous 
dial wrlstwatch, for example. And once 
taken, most radioactivity dissipates In 
hours, or in a couple of days at most. 


Dr. Marzo describes this radioactive 


material "half-life." Depending on the 
radioactive material used (there are 
several), half the medication disappears 
in a specified number of hours, and in 
approximately the same amount of time 
another half goes, and so on until all ra- 
dioactivity is gone from the body. 


Specialists further guarantee that med- 


ical radioactivity poses no danger of 


sterilization, no exposure for relatives, 
no sense of drowsiness, nausea or dis- 
comfort of any kind. The patient remains 
exactly the same as before he was in- 
jected with or swallowed a medication 
that tastes like stale water. The nuclear 
camera or scanner that takes "pictures" 
never touches the patient's body, accord- 
ing to Dr. Marzo. 


The nuclear or scintillation camera, 


the scanner and other sensitive measure- 
ment devices are signal receiving in- 
struments. They make Imnges (pictures) 
or count gamma rays by picking up sig- 
nals sent out by the radioactive nuclldes 
(isotopes) that are concentrated in cer- 
tain organs. 


SOME RADIOACTIVE materials con- 


centrate better in one organ than in an- 
. other. For example, radioactive Iodine 
works well In thyroid scans, and gold in 
the liver. Radioactive human albumin 
particles Injected Into a vein have proved 
effective in lung scans. 


"Sophisticated, sensitive equipment 


continues to be updated. About four 
years ago, Holy Family Hospital pur- 
chased the area's first nuclear (scintilla- 
tion) camera from Chicago Nuclear lo- 
cated in Des Plalnes," said Dr. Marzo. 


Specially trained technologists may 


monitor this camera and other equip- 
ment to trace radioactivity, and physi- 
cians diagnose from these results. 


Elbcrt Lands Jr., a nuclear medicine 


technologist at Holy Family, has worked 
or trained at several hospitals: St. 


LIKE A TELEVISION screen, tho porsistoncescope shows 
Elbort Lands, chief technician of nuclear medicine at 
Holy Family Hospital, the isotopes moving through the 


body. It also takes still pictures along the way. 
This 


forms a "dynamic" study giving the specialist Instant 
information. 


Speaking of ... 


TINY AMOUNT of isotopes injected in a patient effec- 
tively registers on today's sensitive pho gamma camera 
which traces the radioactivity collecting in the organ 
being investigated. This radiation has no effect on the 
patients nor does it harm them in any way, according to 


Dr. Mariano Marzo, specialist in radiology and nuclear 
medicine at Holy Family Hospital, Des Plaines. In fact, 
the camera never touches the body. Almost immediately 
the physician can make a diagnosis from this procedure. 


Francis Hospital in Blue Island, Mercy 
Hospital Medical Center and St. Mary of 
Nazareth Hospital in Chicago, Loyola 
University Hospital and Medical Center 
in Maryland. "Nuclear medicine is a fan- 
tastic field and growing at a rapid rate," 
said Lands. 


Though the physician makes the diag- 


nosis, Lands is trained to administer ra- 
dioactive nuclides which he describes as 
"atoms with excited centers that release 
energy in the form of gamma rays." 
Lands operated atomic equipment and 
also takes Polaroid shots and movies of 
those results (Images). 


SPECIALISTS perform atomic medi- 


cine testing In two ways: static and dy- 
namic. Both studies are accomplished 
about the same way, but results are dif- 
ferent, Dr. Marzo explained. Because 
there arc no big blood vessels to watch in 
the liver, lungs and bones, for example, 
the camera can take only a single, still 
picture. Organs studied in this manner 
are called static studies. 


When specialists perform dynamic 


studies — made possible by n nuclear or 
scintillation camera — they actually can 
see the isotopes moving inside the 
patient's body on a "persistencescope" 
similar to a TV screen, Dr. Marzo said. 
Dynamic studies make it possible for the 
physician to make an immediate diag- 
nosis. According to Dr. Marzo, this 
procedure also is cheaper, faster and 
easier for the patient than performing a 
standard angiogram. 


An angiogram requires a doctor to in- 


ject a dye into the patient's artery. While 
the dye passes slowly through the artery, 
specialists photograph the process. 


In performing a nuclear isotope angio- 


gram, however, the specialist injects a 
radioactive isotope in "one big squirt," 
as Dr. Marzo puts it. In a few seconds 
this "big squirt" goes from the patient's 
vein to his heart, from his heart to his 
lungs and back again, then travels 
throughout the body. 


"In dynamic studies we can take mov- 


ies or stills of the isotope as it travels 
and make an immediate diagnosis," he 
explained. 


"Both static and dynamic studies can 


be accomplished wherever big blood ves- 
sels are present such as Ir. the brain and 
kidney."

We all scream for ice cream

What's your very favorite dessert? 
For most of us, the answer has to bo 


Ice cream. 


Yet few of us could match tho ice 


cream eating record of Peter Morrow of 
Brisbane, Australia. According to the 
"Guinness Book of World Records," he 
•to 7 pounds 3 ounces (or 46 two and n 
half-ounce scoops) of Ice cream on April 
27.1070. 


The Guinness book also records that 


the most monstrous ice cream sundae 
ever concocted was built July 13,1071, by 
Bob Bcrcaw of Woostcr, Ohio. It contain- 
ed 42 flavors and SO pounds of chocolate 
fudge syrup, and it weighed 833 pounds. 


Tho weight Is Important here, since 


federal standards require that Ice cream 
weigh at least 4.5 pounds a gallon, or it 
Is not Ice cream. The do luxe variety you 
buy at tho specialty shop, or the kind you 
churn-freeze yourself at home, may well 
weigh in at close to twice that minimum. 


ACCORDING TO Paul DIckson, author 


of "The Great American Ice Cream 


Book," thcro is as yet no grading or 
classification system for ico cream. 
Aside from the weight standard, federal 
law says that only Ice cream with eggs 
In it can be called "French." And there 
is another federal provision requiring 
that artificial flavors be so noted. 


Then how do you pick good ice cream? 


Weight and price tell you much. "Hand 
packed" Is usually better. DIckson says 
in his fascinating to read book (men- 
tioned above) that "a high quality ice 
cream will rely on fresh whole products, 
be less airy, contain 16 to 20 per cent 
milk fat, and employ additives spar- 
ingly." The ultimate test, however, is 
your own taste. 


Whatever kind of ice cream you like 


best, chances are you're eating more of 
It. We are now in the throes of what Gael 
Greene has called "an Ico cream renais- 
sance," or what other writers have 
termed an "ice cream revival." 


Statistically, however, the average 


American per capita consumption has 
been roughly the same every year since 
1950 (about 23 quarts of ice cream, ice 
milk, sherbet, ices and other com- 


mercially produced frozen dairy prod- 
ucts). 


WHAT IS NEW is the sudden adult re- 


discovery of quality ice cream. As the 
quality demanded of the product is going 
up, so is the age of the consumer, as 
more and more adults frequent their fa- 
vorite neighborhood ice cream parlor. 
While psychologists have tried to link the 
trend with mother's milk and a return to 
childhood innocence, other writers say 
that it's simply because better ice cream 
is more widely and more readily avail- 
able. 


As for flavors, vanilla accounts for 


more than half of all ice cream sold — 51 
per cent in a 1971 survey. More than 13 
per cent of Ice cream sold was chocolate, 
and strawberry accounted for 6 per cent. 
The category called "other" more than 
doubled, from 2.7 per cent of the market 
in 1969 to 5.7 per cent in 1970. 


"Other" can be anything from squash 


ice cream to bubble gum ice cream. Be- 
cause ice cream has a remarkable abil- 
ity to take flavor, the sky is virtually 
the limit when it comes to perfecting 
new flavors. 


While nobody knows exactly how many 
flavors of ice cream there are, Baskln- 
Robbins has offered more than 430. 
(Some, however, are permanently re- 
tired.) 


SOME NEW FLAVORS are developed 


as 
the result of Imaginative ex- 


perimenting; others are designed to pro- 
vide new applications for products in 
over-abundant supply. Thus the Univer- 
sity of Florida developed citrus ice 
creams to help the state's citrus grow- 
ers. And the University of Maryland 
came up with sweet potato ice cream to 
help the local sweet potato fanners. 


As you might expect, many of the 


more unusual new flavors come out of 
the nation's dairy schools. The Ohio State 
University Department of Dairy Tech- 
nology is considered one of the most in- 
novative in the flavor race. Other leaders 
are the agricultural schools at Penn 
State, the University of Wisconsin and 
' the University of Maryland.

Both Northwest 
Community and Lutheran General also 
provide nuclear therapeutic procedures 
for patients.

By 
the time a book is written and published, 
no matter how up-to-date, it is destined 
to be outdated even as it comes off the 
presses. So, say its creators, filter and 
evaluate even the Information in "Go to 
Health."

Wood and metal arc considered colors,

Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases 


by LEA TONKIN 


Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlcsel fuel pur- 
chases (his morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
nro one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
Ions of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 33 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that It would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May l. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of lust year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnols State Toll Highway Authority, 
including the Des Plalnes Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and dlusel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and propert t 
inflated tires can contribute to this p.- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of Insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the boarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Pla-.t's Oilgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
Lr:<» that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
• weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

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Builder will fill area in exchange for 28 new units 
Village, Levitt reach accord 
on Aspen drainage ditch 


by JOE FRANZ 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


reached an agreement with Levitt and 
Sons Inc., to fill In the Aspen drainage 
ditch. Since Levitt agreed to finance the 
entire project, the board agreed to let 
the builder add 28 units In one of its de- 
velopments. 


The decision, reached Monday night, 


met stiff opposition from Trustees Ran- 
dall Rathjcr). James Shirley and Clarice 
Rcch. Since the trustees were evenly di- 
vided. Village President Gary Armstrong 
cast the deciding vote. 


Under the agreement, Levitt will pay 


$33.000 to fill In the ditch and Install an 
underground culvert In Its place. In turn, 
the village will allow Levitt to build up to 
312 units on Its Wagner development, 
south of Aptaklsic Road and cast of Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


KATIMEN SAID ho opposed the move 


because ho thinks Levitt will make a 
profit far In excess of what it will cost to 
fill In the ditch. He said he Is also op- 
posed to Increasing the density on the 
Wagner property. 


Shirley, agreed, saying, "I'm not vot- 


ing against the project because I don't 
want the ditch filled In. I'm voting 
against It became I object to the way It's 
being done." 


Moments before the agreement was 


reached, Shirley made a motion for the 
village to accept Levitt's offer to pay 
$16,000 toward repairs with the village 
financing the remainder. The board, 
however, defeated the motion by a four 
to three vote. Mrs. Rech and Rathjen 
joined Shirley in voting for the measure. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney, who voted 


to allow the Increased density said ho 
thinks it is "the best overall solution. 
Providing Levitt can still come In with a 
good project, I would rather see the vil- 
lage save the money for other projects," 
Mahoney said. 


Trustees Edward Osmon and Jerry 


Drlscoll Joined Mahoney and Armstrong 
In voting to Increase the density. AH said 
they favored Increasing the density rath- 
er than using village money to repair the 
ditch. 


WITH THE INCREASE In units, the 


Wagner property will still be below the 
maximum density recommended by the 
plan commission when It approved the 
project. 


The village board rejected two other 


proposals that would have allowed Le- 
vitt to build additional homes on land 
that has been set aside for park use. 
Park Board Prcs. William Kiddle, al- 
though not present at the meeting, sent a 
representative to read a letter which 
stated the park district was opposed to 


'Cove** access closing rapped 


The Village of Buffalo Grove has come 


under strong criticism from Arlington 
Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson for 
closing off two roads In the Mill Creek 
subdivision from his village's French- 
man's Cove development. 


Hanson said his village may want to 


consider filing suit against Buffalo Grove 
over the closing of Old Post Road and 
Cnrrlngo Way Drive. 


Hanson made his statements while 


voicing opposition to a group of residents 
of Arlington Heights' Northgnte subdivi- 
sion who wanted a similar closing of Uni- 
versity Drive. They have asked that Ar- 
lington Heights consider ending the 
street at the boundaries of the subdivi- 
sion and tho condominium development. 


If the Northgnte homeowners' request 


Is granted an entry and exit for the 450- 
unit development, located cast of Mill 
Creek just south of Dundee Road, will be 
a single driveway off of Dundee Road. 


"I am opposed to closing off any 


streets whether they go into Buffalo 
Grove, Arlington Heights or anywhere 
else," Hanson told his Village Board, 
Monday Night. . 


Hanson was joined in his criticism of 


Buffalo Grove by Frenchman's Cove at- 
torney Joseph Ash. Ash said he too was 
considering a lawsuit to reopen the Buf- 
falo Grove streets. 


"We have to give service (to this de- 


velopment) in on emergency. And if we 
have to run up to Dundee Road every 
time wo wont to get a police car or five 
truck in, it Is a little bit ridiculous," said 
Hanson. 


giving up any park land. 


At a meeting last week, Kiddle said, 


"We are committed to keeping public use 
land. We will do everything in our power 
to prevent the loss of it." 


The first proposal was to build four to 


six homes on a porton of the five-acre 
park site next to Twin Grove School. Ken 
Campbell, an engineer for Levitt, said 
the cost of filling in the ditch could be 
recovered from the profit made on four 
additional homes. He said If the village 
allowed construction of six homes, Levitt 
would give the profit from the two oddl- 
tonal homes back to the village to make 
park improvements. 
' 


ANOTHER PROPOSAL called for ad- 


ditional homes on a 1.2-acre park site on 
the Koelper-Demuth property also a part 
of Levitt's new development. 


Still another proposal turned down by 


the board was an offer by Levitt to raise 
the bottom of the ditch, install a 36 inch 
drainage pipe, grade down, clean and 
plant grass to prevent further erosion. 
Campbell said Levitt could do this at a 
cost of $16,000. There would, however, 
still be on open ditch to the rear of the 
six homes involved. 


Although the Improvements would sat- 


isfy the agreement made between the vil- 
lage and Levitt before the homes were 
built, the board said It favored filling in 
the ditch. Filling in the ditch could help 
prevent future flooding problems, the 
board said. 


The ditch lies to the rear of Aspen 


Drive and Aspen Court. It is 44 feet wide 
and 14 feet deep in some places and has 
been called "an eyesore and danger to 
the community." 


THE AGREEMENT reached Monday 


night only involves filling in a 400-foot 
section of the ditch. An additional 180 
feet of the ditch, behind two homes on 
Twisted Oak Lane will not be filled at 
this time. The board said although it 
would like to have the entire ditch filled, 
it cannot afford to do It at the present 
time. 


Board members said the ditch in back 


of the homes on Twisted Oak Lane is not 
as steep and does not present the prob- 
lems or dangers evident in the other sec- 
tion. 


A group of 25 homeowners living along 


the ditch between Twisted Oak Lane and 
Checker Road presented a petition to the 
board asking the village to fill in the 
ditch behind their homes.

Golf course 
retention 
lake slated 


Construction is scheduled to begin in 


October on a five-acre retention lake on 
the Arlington Golf Course. The lake will 
relieve flooding in Buffalo Grove and 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 
Daniel Larson said yesterday. 


Monday night the village board ap- 


proved the agreement with the owners of 
the golf course. Although the retention 
lake will be on private property, it will 
be maintained by the village. Larson 
said the agreement came after more 
than a year and a half of negotiations 
with the owners of the course. 


The lake, which will have a capi^ity 


for about 16 million gallons of water, will 
reduce the amount of water running into 
the White Pine ditch and Buffalo Creek 
during a heavy rainstorm. 


The $325,000 project will be financed 


with $130,000 from the Illinois Division of 
Waterways, $120,000 from the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD) and $75,000 
from village funds. Final approval still 
has to be given by the state and MSD 
before the project can be built, Larson 
said. 


AT PRESENT, during a heavy rain- 


storm the White Pine ditch overflows its 
banks and floods the backyards of sev- 
eral homes. Larson raid although the re- 
tention lake will not eliminate all of the 
water in the ditch, It probably will pre- 
vent it from overflowing. "It will sub- 
stantially cut down the amount of water 
in the White Pine ditch," Larson said. 


Water which is now free to run into the 


White Pine ditch will be caught by the 
new storm sewers being installed on 
Dundee Road. From there it will be 
routed into the retention lake. 


Since the White Pine ditch, which em-' 


pties into Buffalo Creek, will have less; 
water, the amount of water hi Buffalo 
Creek will also be reduced. This will pro- 
vide flood relief for residents living along 
the creek. 


Larson said that during a heavy rain- 


storm, water will be held in the retention 
lake. After the storm is over, and the 
possibility of flooding is reduced, the wa- 
ter will be released into Buffalo Creek 
east of Buffalo Grove. Since the water 
will be released under controlled condi- 
tions, Buffalo Creek will be kept at a 
lower level, Larson said. 


The Wheeling drainage ditch which is a 


continuation of Buffalo Creek, will re- 
ceive less water as a result of the reten- 
tion lake, thus helping Wheeling's flood 
problems.

Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlcsel fuel pur- 
chases this morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
are one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 35 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that it would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately '7 per cent for the industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnols State Toll Highway Authority, 
Including the DCS Flames Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority sold the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "mado with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move Is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and dlesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
Inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the hoarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Plait's Ollgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 


, and I don't know that many consumers 


have that kind of faculties." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an indicator that the coun- 
try Is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies.

State wants director, better goals 
Maine schools lag in job training

Second of two parts. 


Vocational education at High School 


Dist. 207 in Maine Township has been lik- 
ened to a body without a head. 


The strongest criticism by state offi- 


cials is that the district has no director 
of vocational education whose primary 
duty is to coordinate vocational pro- 
grams and goals in the district's four 
high schools. 


It's also a problem the district has re- 


fused to correct. 


Vocational programs in all public 


schools In Illinois are evaluated period- 
ically by an evaluation team directed by 
the state office of vocational and techni- 
cal education. Each school system must 
submit a plan each year for vocational 
education in the coming year and a proj- 
ected plan for the next five years, as 
part of its application for federal funds. 


Last year, Dlst. 207's plan was rejected 


by the state and later approved when it 
was rewritten by school officials. The 
district received $244,000 in state and fed- 
eral funds. This spring the district is sub- 
mitting another plan. A look at a report 
made by a state evaluation team a year 


ago shows some of the problems the 
school system is facing. 


THE NEED FOR a vocational director 


is mentioned several times in the 16-page 
report. It points out the problems of 
clearly defining the assingment.of duties 
to teachers, department chairmen and 
top administrators In a district with 
more than 11,700 students. There are a 
total of 12 vocational department chair- 
men in the district, one from each school 
In three areas: business education, home 
economics and industrial education. 


The department chairmen in each 


school coordinate programs, set the 


goals and evaluate progress in their area 
of vocational education. But, according 
to Lloyd Cundlff, state director of voca- 
tional education in Cook County, no one 
at Dlst. 207 "sees the big p1 :ture." 


Dist. 207 officials thituc the district is 


getting along well without a full-time 
vocational director. The job Is now being 
done by Michael Myers, administrative 
assistant at Dist. 207 whose other duties 
include curriculum planning, policy writ- 
ing, staffing of teachers, and assessment 
of school facilities. Myers acknowledges 
that vocational education Isn't one of his

The board of education of High School

Board member Michael Bartos asked 


the board to hold a special election to fill 
his scat and the scat of another board 
member who resigned April 16. Bartos' 
resignation, effective June 15, was ac- 
cepted by the board Monday night. 


In a letter to the board, school attorney 


Allyn Frankc sold the positions could not 
be filled by a special election. "It is to be 
noted that the statute requires the re- 
maining board members to fill the va- 
cancy. Hence It is both the responsibility 
and the duty of the board members to do 
K>. They have no authority to call an 
election and In such instance it would be 
unlawful for the board to expend funds 
for an election not authorized by the 
school code," he said. 


Accoridlng to the school code, If the 


board falls to appoint a 
replacement 


within 30 days after the resignation is 
effective, the county superintendent of 
schools must hold a spelcal election. 


Board Prcs. Robert Claus said Monday 


the board would be "derelict in Its 
responsibilities" if it did not appoint a 
replacement for Bartos. The board filled 
the other vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Edward Gregory by appointing 
former board member, John Means, on 
April 16. 


Bartos told the board Monday that it 


should allow a special election by failing 
to appoint a replacement. "A neighbor- 
ing district, Oakton College, had a sim- 
ilar problem," he said, and held a spe- 
cial election to fill the vacancy. 


David Hiiqulst, business manager at 


Oakton, told the Herald the college's 
problem was different than Dist. 207's. 


The college filled the vacancy of a re- 
signing board member by placing it on 
the ballot during regular school elections 
April 14, he said. Both vacancies at Dist. 
207 occurred after school elections. 


BARTOS TOLD the board it would be 


better to hold a special election to fill the 
remainder of the two terms. Othewise, a 
total of four seats, a majority of the 
board, would come up for election next 
year. Bartos' term expires in 1976 and 
Gregory's expires in 1975. 


The-board delayed final action on the 


special election Monday night but Glaus 
said Bartos' request would be taken un- 
der consideration by the remaining 
members of the board. 


Bartos told the Herald yesterday he is 


not displeased with the board's response 
to his request. "It's what I expected," he 
said, "Don't consider it a dead issue.

A hostage's story of robbery ordeal

"I wni walking toward the back of the 


restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and he had a gun In his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wilmctte's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swlckartl was about to become a 
hostage in a standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wilmctte Police Deport- 
ment. 


Miss Swlckard. 21. Is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked port- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


1'ioklnu* for a light with one of the other 
employes, so I starlet! for the bathroom 
to get out of the way in case they started 
shootlnc. Then I saw this other man with 
n stockin« over his face. He had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew It 
was a holdup," she said. 


SHE Hit) In the rcstroom for five mln- 


ties, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then ho (the first gunman) stormed 


Into the bathroom. I could see then he 
was a man. He was startled and said, 
'What the hell arc you doing in here?' " 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 
my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't want to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie. Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
into the rcstroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid if we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
If the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded. 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs are here. I want n girl." 
Cnryn (Waltislnk, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he pointed the gun at her. 
She said, "Me?" "Yeah," he said, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Walusiak left the rcst- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, Iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
Into the rcstroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
case. 


"He came in and put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun Isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a comer and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for it or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements had been 
made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama Inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go. Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy if they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said. 


The Evanston officers and Gibson's 


family then began a 30-minute effort to 
persuade him to give up. Finally Gibson 
surrendered. 


IT WAS AS the former prisoners 


walked to police cars that the most up- 
setting thing happened. 


"We had been in there about an hour 


and a half trying to be so still and calm 
and not do anything at all. Suddenly all 
these reporters and photographers were 
shooting lights In our faces and yelling at 
us. That's when we started breaking 
down and crying. All that after trying to 
be so calm and still." 


Joy and the others made preliminary 


statements to Wllmette police and left. 


Wilmette police reported that both 


Nurse and Gibson are in custody and 
have been charged with armed robbery. 
Gibson has other charges including es- 
cape from custody pending against him, 
police said. 


Joy plans to continue working at Walk- 


er Bros. And if there is another holdup, 
"I'll do-what they say and try to stay 
calm. I don't want any one upset." 


A LONG DAY'S NIGHT. New city 
council member sat through about 
90-minutes of "old business" before 
swoaring-in Monday night.

means another administrative salary, 
secretary and office, according to Myers, 
who said Dint. 207 officials ask the ques- 
tion. "Will it enhance the system?" A 
director Is "just not in the top prior- 
ities." and the district would rather use 
Its money for other things, like library 
books, he said.

could be handled by a top-notch technical 
secretary for half the salary of an ad- 
ministrator. Myers said. 


The district is now operating under an 


austerity budget, holding expenses to a 
minimum to offset a budget deficit. Last 
year, the district cut its teaching staff by 
W to hold the line on expenses and teach- 
er* have complained that there are nl- 
re.idy too many administrators in the 
school system, said Myers. Under the 
austerity program, n vocational director 
can't be justified, he said. 


nut state officials and the evaluation 


loam think Dist. 207's lack of a director 
Is the source of many of its other prob- 
lems. 


One of the keys in the state evaluation 


system of vocational education is the de- 
sign of programs by objectives that can 
be measured and an accompanying eval- 
uation system that shows whether the ob- 
jectives fire met. The stale thinks this 
system makes local schools more ac- 
countable for federal funds. 


One of the reasons the district's plan 


was rejected last year was its lack of 
measurable objectives and a formal 
evaluation system. 


"These objectives should explain In de- 


tail what the expected outcome of a 
course or program Is," said the report. 
One person should coordinate these ob- 
jectives, said the report, using depart- 
ment chairmen, teachers and students as 
a resource. 


THE 
COMMUNITY advisory com- 


mittee on vocational education should be 
activated by that person, the report said, 
and consultants from the stale office and 
local junior colleges should be used If 
necessary. 


Evaluation of programs at Dist. 207 Is 


In'nrmnl, said the report. Further, it 
said, "no rvidcncc that the method of 
evaluation outlined in the local plan has 
been Implemented was seen by the eval- 
uation team." 


"There Is a lot of mystery surrounding 


this," said Myers. Measurable objectives 
should show what per cent of students 
complete specific course requirements 
upon graduation. Although the district 
did rewrite Its objectives last year to 
make them more measurable, 
the 


school's main emphasis is simply to 
"prepare kids for the world of work," 
Myers said. Measurable objectives Is "a 
matter of style in writing," he added. 


In the local plan, the section on busi- 


ness education expresses the district's 
attitude toward objectives: "Each course 
in the business education curriculum has 
objectives stated in measurable terms. 
However, the following goals for business 
education arc stated to recognize the Im- 
portance of human values. While all are 
not immediately measurable, these goals 
must be a part of the process of educat- 
ing the whole man to take his place in 
society." 


The goals mentioned Include building 


self-confidence In the student, boosting 
his self-respect, setting an example, en- 
couraging students to join vocational 
clubs, developing a student's pride and 
respect for community, state and nation, 
and encouraging Intellectual curiosity. 


THE EVALUATION report also points 


to a basic problem for vocational educa- 
tion at Dist. 207: the district's emphasis 
on college-oriented programs and what Is 
described as a negative community atti- 
tude toward training for blue-collar 
skills. 


"It appears that the Maine Township 


High School system Is more committed 
to a philosophy developed several years 
ago which may or may not reflect the 
present community needs," said the re- 
port; Vocational programs "do not ap- 
pear to have the visibility or support af- 
forded college-oriented programs." 


More than 65 per cent of the seniors in 


Dist. 207 this year said they planned to 
attend college in a district-wide survey. 
Most of them chose professional careers, 
such as teaching, medicine, law and 
business administration. 


Yet manpower statistics for this geog- 


raphic area show that the job market for 
these occupations Is tight, especially 
teaching where the demand is decreasing 
while the supply of teachers continues to 
Increase. According to the manpower 
survey nt Dist. 207, eight out of 10 jobs to 
bo filled In the 1970's will be open to 
people who have not completed four 
years of college but do need job skill 
training. 


THE EMPHASIS on getting a college 


degree is largely a reflection of commu- 
nity attitude, said Merlin Schultz, coor- 
dinator of pupil personnel services at 
Dist. 207. Many of the parents of Dist. 
207 students are professional people and 
set that goal for their children, he said. 


But the trend is toward more vocation- 


al education as the community changes, 
said Shultz. Generally, people move to- 
ward the farther Northwest suburbs, he 
said. As the older residents move out, 
new people move in from the Northwest 
side of Chicago. But the Image of the 
community is still geared toward a col- 
lege education and although the make-up 
of the community is changing, its image 
lags behind. 


The school "must reflect the mores of 


the community" said Cundlff, but should 
also assume a leadership role in training 
students for the job market and devel- 
oping "meaningful life styles." When the 
school doesn't accept that role the state 
becomes "abrasive" in encouraging it to 
update its vocational programs for ap- 
proval of federal funds. 


The evaluation team suggested that 


Dist. 207 reassess manpower needs in the 
area and develop new programs to meet 
them. It recommended that programs be 
developed In two vocational areas not 
covered at Dist. 207, health and applied 
biology. The district Is now conducting a 
feasibility study to see 'whether these 
programs would be successful. 


THE EVALUATION TEAM was also 


critical of the way Dist. 207 defines voca- 
tional education. The school system fol- 
lows the definition of career education as 
specified in a pamphlet from the U.S. 
Dept. of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
The pamphlet says career education in- 
cludes all educational experiences as 
preparation for an occupation, whether it 
is blue or white collar. 


"A career is a career whether it 


means college or not," said Schultz, "ca- 
reer education involves everybody," both 
vocational and college bound students. 


The district's philosophy of career edu- 


cation is reflected in its follow-up study 
of graduates. The follow-up does not 
separate college students who are en- 
rolled In two year job-training programs 
from students seeking a four year de- 
gree. "We don't care what kind of pro- 
gram they're in," said Schultz. "They're 
both college students." 


The evaluation team said this method 


of follow-up distorts the actual figure 
showing the number of students who en- 
ter vocations not requiring a four-year 


college degree, and thus does not reflect 
the actual need for vocational programs 
at Dist. 207. 


Only 70 per cent of the graduates who 


said they planned to go to college, ac- 
tually received a four year'degree, said 
the report, and many others did not fin- 
ish school or received a two year degree 
from a community college In a specific 
job skill. The report said that although 
Dist. 207 contended that 70.4 per cent of' 
Its seniors in 1972 were college bound, it 
estimated that 60 per cent of the class 
would become available for the job mar- 
ket upon graduation or shortly after- 
ward. 


THE STATE RECOMMENDS that all 


high school students graduate with some 
sort of salable skill. But district officials 
question whether that requirement is fol- 
lowed by many school systems. Dist. 207 
does not require a skill course for all 
students, said Schultz, and "I don't know 
any school that does." The district has 
been unwilling to change its graduation 
requirements to make it easier for stu- 
dents to take a skill course. Of the IB',4 
credits necessary to graduate at Dist. 
207, about one-half are in required 
courses, and seven more are required for 
a major and two minor sequences of 
study. 


The evaluation report also said coun- 


seling at Dist. 207 is leaning toward col- 
lege-oriented occupations and suggested 
that the district hire more counselors 
and retrain its staff to advise vocational 
students. It also recommended that the 
district set up a formal placement ser- 
vice to find jobs for its graduates. Place- 
ment is now informal, said the report, 
with faculty members advising students 
on job opportunities in the area. 


Instead of hiring more counselors, the 


district cut back its counseling staff last 
year under the austerity program. Myers 
said the hiring of more counselors is 
"low priority" and won't be done in the 
near future. 


MYERS SAID a formal placement ser- 


vice is not planned at Dist. 207. Finding a 
job for a graduate is not the function of 
the school, he said, "its something- you 
have to leave up to the Individual." He 
said the schools do post a list of job op- 
portunities for students and the district 
keeps in close contact with the Illinois 
Employment Service. 


Three years ago Dist. 207 and three 


other high school 'districts in the North- 
west suburbs studied the feasibility of 


banding together to form an area voca- 
tional center. The feasibility study 
showed a need for vocational training 
and interest in a vocational center from 
students, teachers and parents. 


So far, the board of education at Dist. 


207 has taken no action on the vocational 
center. Dist. 207 Supt. Richard Short said 
the district is delaying action on the cen- 
ter for several reasons. 


The district already has some building 


projects in the making said Short, and 
can't justify going to the public to pass a 
referendum for funds to build the voca- 
tional center. Another problem that of 
transporting students to and from the 
c e n t e r , would be "almost insur- 
mountable," he said. 


Short said the district would continue 


to review the possibility of forming the 
center In cooperation with the other 
schools. But he said, Dist. 207 has a good 
vocational nroQram and the center "isn't 
a top priority." 
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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases

Amoco OH Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlesel fuel pur- 
chases this morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
are one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, on- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 35 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that It would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for Its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the Industry 
over last year, causes a gap In supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnols State Toll Highway Authority, 
including the Des Plaines Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and diesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of Insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There Is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the boarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Platt's Oilgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't knqw that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

Representatives of the Dcvon-53 Citi- 


zens Committee will appear at a public 
hearing May 30 to testify against a pro- 
posed 267-acro housing project for Elk 
Grove Village. 


Donald Meyer, 1370 Bcrkcnshlrc Ln., 


spokesman for the group, said residents 
are meeting tonight to discuss strategy 
for the public hearing and promotion for 
their petition drive against the multi-mil- 
lion dollar development. 


The proposed project, near the Inter- 


section of Devon Avenue and 111. Rtc. S3, 
includes single-family homes, apart- 
ments and businesses in a planned unit 
development. The developers are asking 
the village to annex the portion of the 
project located In unincorporated Cook 
County and to rezonc the entire project 
for the new development. 


The citizens' group Is conducting a pe- 


tition drive to gather signatures of resi- 
dents opposed to the project, and Meyer 
said ho expects to gel 2,000 names with- 
out any problem. He noted that some vil- 
lage officials won the last election by this 
number of votes. 


"WE WERE ASKED not to make DC- 


von-3,1 a political Issue at the polls, and 
we did this In good faith that they (elect- 
ed officials) will act in behalf of tho vil- 
lage," he said. "Wo now expect the Inter- 
ests of the village to be represented at 
the public hearing." 


Meyer said ho would support the vil- 


lage plan commission If It gets the proj- 
ect down to 20 dwelling units per acre 
(the highest currently allowed by the vll-

Village may OK seniors housing in time for funds 


A $4.5 million senior citizens' housing 


project for Elk Grove Village has a good 
chance of being approved by the village 
in time to receive a state-subsidized loan. 


An official of the Illinois Housing De- 


velopment Authority (IHDA) said yester- 
day that Marvin Myers, developer of the 
project, has been asked to apply for 
funds by June 8 for the project to be 
considered. Village approval of the de- 
veloper's plans is necessary for the loan 
to be granted. 


The 17-acre housing project is planned 


for a site on Arlington Heights Road 
south of Biesterfield Road. About 300 liv- 
ing units will be built in clusters of one- 
bedroom and efficiency apartments. 
• 


Before the project'can be approved by 


the village, three zoning ordinances mpst 
be modified so the project can meet vil- 
lage standards. Building Comr. Tom Ret- 
tenbacher said the village requires two 
parking spaces for each living unit, and 
the developer wants this amended to one 


space for each unit in the senior citizens 
development. 


RESIDENCES along Arlington Heights 


Road and Wellington Avenue (streets ad- 
jacent to the project) have a 25-foot set- 
back from the street, and Myers is ask- 
ing for a 15-foot setback on Wellington 
Avenue and a 17-foot setback on Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


A third change needed in the zoning 


ordinance is to allow the developer to in- 
clude space around the building as com- 


mon open space. According to the cur- 
rent ordinance, 50 per cent of the land 
must be open space, excluding the area 
within 30 feet of the buildings. 


Despite the fact that new zoning ordi- 


nance must be drawn up and a public 
hearing held on the changes in a month,.* 
village officials say the changes can be 
made in time to meet the deadline of the 
housing authority.

Student test scores dip 
begins in fifth grade 


Now figures on national test scores in 


Elk Grove School Dist. 59 show that decl- 
ining achievement on the tests begins in 
the fifth grade. 


The decline, which comes when test 


scores are compared to student perform- 
ance in the tests over the past five years, 
was reported Monday to the Dist. 59 
board by Erwln Stevenson, assistant su- 
perintendent for curriculum. 


Stevenson, who announced last month 


that sixth and seventh grade test scores 
were declining, added fifth graders to the 
declining list Monday but said scores of 
third and fourth graders are holding 
steady. 


Tho scores were from Iowa Achieve- 


ment Tests, given at mid-year to third 
through seventh graders at Dist. 39. 


Iowa tests are measured in grade lev- 


els. An "average" score for children in 
the second month of sixth grade would 
bo 8.2. A score of 7.5 would be "average" 
for children in the fifth month of the sev- 
enth grade. 


STEVENSON SAID the third graders 


were tested at a time when the "aver- 
age" score was about 3.6. In the five- 
year period, 1968-1973, the composite 
score has remained at about 4.0. 


Fourth graders in the same time peri- 


od have been fairly consistent in scoring 
about the national average in the com- 
posite test scores. 


It is In the fifth grade students begin to 


show a "falling off" of test scores. 
Scores during the past five years, espe- 
cially In mathematics and language arts, 
show a downward trend. 


Last month, Stevenson reported to the 


board that the downward trend first no- 
ticeable in the fifth grade continues in 


the sixth and seventh grade scores. 


The actual drops in the fifth, sixth and 


seventh grade scores are not extremely 
important, according to Stevenson. He 
said the scores are still above the nation- 
al average. 


WHAT IS IMPORTANT Is that the 


scores show a steady downward trend, 
said Stevenson. 'If the trend continues, 
the scores will drop below the national 
average. 


The district has yet to identify the 


cause or causes for the decline in the. 
upper grade scores. Stevenson has said 
the district is investigating the various 
possible causes in an effort to reverse 
the declining trend. 


In other action at the meeting: 
• President Allen Sparks announced 


that only one permanent committee, the 
policy committee, would be formed for 
the coming year. Present committees 
will exist until they finish their assign- 
ments. 


Any future studies that had been given 


to committees, will now be assigned to 
"task groups," which will be assigned to 
specific topics. 


• The board approved the resolution 


calling for a June 9 bond issue referen- 
dum ($1.25 million for remodeling of 
Grove and Dempster schools.) 


• The contract with the custodial and 


maintenance staff was approved. The 
1973-74 contract calls for three pay levels 
from $4.07 an hour to $4.64 an hour. 


• Peat, Marwlck, Mitchell and Co. 


was retained as the school board's audi- 
tor. 


• The building rental fee was revised 


and rebates will be granted agencies 
overcharged last year.

the loon to Myers, the developer must 
submit detailed plans for approval by the 
housing authority's staff architect. The 
IHDA official said that before the board 
of directors will approve the project, Elk 
Grove Village must approve the plans. 


Tho IHDA official said If Myers flies 


his application for the loan in June, the 
board of directors may approve it In July 
or August, and construction could start 
this fall. 


The IHDA official emphasized tho loan 


would be made from state funds. Federal 
subsidized money is still frozen by Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


This means that Myers could receive a 


low-cost state loan for construction, but 
he would be unable to get federal sub- 
sidies to supplement rent to tenants. 
Myers said he felt the lower Interest rate 
on the loan would make rents low enough 
to be attractive, and he hoped that bo- 
fore the project was finished federal sub- 
sidles would again be available for mod- 
erate Income families. 


"We really need the additional sub- 


sidies to serve families living on Social 
Security," Myers said. 


Elk Grove Township will receive 


$56,453 In federal revenue sharing funds 
during 1973, according to a report pre- 
sented to the township board of auditors. 


The Jan. 1 to June 30 portion of the 


funds will be $14,116. So far, the township 
has received $7,058 in federal funds. 


At a meeting Monday, the auditors al- 


located the first portion of the funds into 
the following four categories: health, 
$3,000; environmental protection, $7,000; 
social services for the aged, $3,116; and 
financial administration, $1,000. 


Although the first payment of revenue 


sharing funds, received last month, was 
several months late, the township will re- 
ceive its full portion of funds this year.

Jury weighs decision in Carbona trial 


The jury in the murder trial of Ruthe 


Carbona was deliberating its verdict at 
Herald deadline lost night. 


The seven women and five men began 


their deliberations at 5:30 p.m. after a 
day filled with closing arguments and 
some final testimony. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, watched apprehen- 


sively as the jurors left the courtroom. 
She is charged with murdering her hus- 
band, Joseph, a Cook County Sheriff's 
Police lieutenant by shooting him in the 
back on the stairway of their home at 
17B2 Euclid in Mount Prospect on Dec. 22, 
1971. 


Criminal courts Judge Arthur L. 


Dunne gave the jury the option of finding 
Mrs. Carbona guilty or not guilty on two 
separate murder charges. The jurors 
were not given the option of finding Mrs. 
Carbona guilty of a lesser charge, such 
as involuntary manslaughter. 


THE TWO altematers, who were 


dismissed before the jury began its delib- 
erations, were divided in their feelings 
on the case. One alternate juror said he 


Wilmette pancake house ivaitress 
A hostage's story of robbery ordeal

lie Id hostage by gunmen for two hours 
Monday night.

"I was walking toward the back of the 


restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and he had a gun in his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wllmcttc's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swlckard was about to become a 
hostage In a standoff between two armed 
robbers and tho Wllmcttc Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swlckard, 21, is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 
to get out of the way in case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
n stocking over his face. Ho had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew it 
win a holdup," she said. 


SHE HID In the rcstraom for five min- 


ims, growing worried because there were 
ir> mund< comlns from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


In'n MIC bathroom. I could sec then he 
wit* a man. He was startled and said, 
'V.":.it tl'c hell tiro you doing In here?'" 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 
my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't want to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
into the restroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid If we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
if the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded. 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs arc here. I want a girl." 
Caryn (Wnluslnk, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he pointed the gun at her. 
She said, "Me?" "Yeah," he said, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Waluslak left the rest- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
into the restroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
case. 


"He came in and put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a corner and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for it or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements 
had been 


made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong is B black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go. Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy if they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said. 


The Evanston officers and Gibson's 


family then began a 30-minute effort to 
persuade him to give up. Finally Gibson 
surrendered. 


IT WAS AS the former prisoners 


walked to police cars that the most up- 
setting thing happened. 


"We had been in there about an hour 


and a half trying to be so still and calm 
and not do anything at all. Suddenly all 
these reporters and photographers were 
shooting lights in our faces and yelling at 
us. That's when we started breaking 
down and crying. All that after trying to 
be so calm and still." 


Joy'and the others made preliminary 


statements to Wilmette police and left. 


Wilmette police reported that both 


Nurse and Gibson are in custody and 
have been charged with armed robbery. 
Gibson has other charges including es- 
cape from-custody pending against him, 
police said. 


Joy plans to continue working at Walk- 


er Bros. And if there is another holdup, 
"I'll do what they say and try to stay 
calm. I don't want any one upset." 


would have found Ruthe Carbona guilty 
of murder, based on testimony that there 
were no powder burns on Lt. Carbona's 
coat. 


The testimony had indicated the ab- 


sence of powder burns could mean Car- 
bona was shot from a distance greater 
than four feet away. 


The second alternate juror said, he 


would have voted for finding Ruthe Car- 
bona innocent of the murder charges be- 
cause there was no testimony showing 
her fingerprints were on the murder 
weapon. He said, however, if there had 
been the option of a manslaughter con- 
viction he would have voted for that. 


Mrs. Carbona faces a prison sentence 


of from 14 years to life for each of the 
two murder charges. 


In closing arguments yesterday Asst. 


State's Atty. Anthony Montemurro said 
several of the defense witnesses, in- 
cluding Mrs. Carbona were "unmitigated 
liars." He pointed to the uncontradlcted 
testimony of Mrs. Carbona's next door 
neighbor that Mrs. Carbona said she shot 
her husband In the shoulder. 


He said Ruthe Carbona's children 


would not have described Lt. Carbona as 
"a good father" if he had been drinking 
a gallon of bourbon a week as Mrs. Car- 
bona testified. 


CALLING THE defender's testimony 


"hogwash", he suggested if Carbona ac- 
tually had hit his wife, 'as hard as he 
could' with his service revolver, "we 
would be trying Joseph Carbona today 
for murdering his wife." 


"She's a tough woman, hard as noils, 


yet they want you to believe she's 
meek," Montemurro said. 


He said Carbona's service revolver, a 


.35 calibre Magnum, was loaded with 
only four bullets although it would have 
held six and that two of the bullets were 
for a .38 calibre pistol, not the revolver. 


He said it would only have been pos- 


sible for Carbona to shoot himself in the 
back if Carbona was "a gorrilla with a 
48-inch arjn." 


DEFENSE ATTY. Bernard Brody told 


the jury the trail was a vendetta by sher- 
iff's policemen, led by Sheriff's Police 
Sgt. Ernest Marinelli. 


Referring repeatedly to one witness's 


description of Marinelli as "my friend 
Ernie," he said sheriff's policemen had 
lied in saying they saw no bruises on 
Mrs. Carbona's face the day of the shoot- 
ing. 


He criticized the police for not calling 


a doctor to aide Lt. Carbona, and said 
police had failed to make an adequate 
investigation because they ignored a red 
smear, apparently blood, on the wall on 
the upper half of the stairway. 


He said the blood stain disproved the 


state's charges that Mrs. Carbona was at 
the top of the stairs and Lt. Carbona was 
at the bottom of the stairs when she shot 
him. 


He emphasized there was no evidence 


of fingerprints on the gun and charged 
the bullet ricocheted off a wall or railing 
before it hit Carbona. 


HE SAID THE sheriff's police in- 


timidated witnesses from the suburbs to 
testify against Mrs. Carbona, saying the 
witnesses were "from out there in the 
Northwest territory where the sheriff's 
police roam." 


Asst. State's Atty. Terrance Sullivan 


told the jury Carbona had moved from, 
his home to a motel and was leaving his 
wife when she shot him. 


He said defense arguments about Mrs. 


Carbona's bruises from her husband 
beating her were "a smoke screen" to 
side-track the jury. 


"You tell her Ruthe Carbona is not to 


be believed. You tell her she can't get 
away with shooting her husband in the 
back. You tell Ruthe Carbona that's mur- 
der," Sullivan urged the jury. 
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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases

Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlesel fuel pur- 
chases this morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
are one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases arc limited to 35 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that It would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the Industry 
over last year, causes a gap In supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Ilinols State Toll Highway Authority, 
Including the Des Plalnes Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and diesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
Inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rlnkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There Is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the hoarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Platt's Ollgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard In your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an Indicator that the coun- 
try Is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

Widening of Palatine Road slated 


The bottleneck on Palatine Road that 


forces cars to form a single line as they 
pass the-main entrance to the Winston 
Park subdivision will be widened to two 
lanes beginning this summer. 


Bids are to-be opened June 8 by the 


Illinois Division of Highways. Construc- 
tion is slated to begin in mid-July and be 
completed next spring. 


Project engineer Ronald J. Kennedy of 


the state highway department yesterday 
said traffic will be "a little inconvenient" 
during the construction period, but said 
the present lanes will remain open. 


THE LONG-AWAITED road widening 


is designed to relieve traffic back-ups 
along Palatine Road at Winston Drive. 
The intersection is currently regulated 
by a four-way stop sign. 


The revised Palatine Road will be four 


lanes between Winston and Williams 
drives, with opposing traffic separated 
by a barrier median. 


Traffic signals and pedestrian lights 


will be installed at the Winston Drive In- 
tersection, while Williams Drive traffic 
will continue to stop for Palatine Road 
traffic. 


Left-turn lanes are to be provided at 


both intersections. Frontage roads par- 


allel to Palatine will be retained, with 
some modifications. 


The state has condemned six homes ly- 


ing in the path of the revised frontage 
roads. 


Half of the $840,000 cost of the project 


Is being provided by the federal govern- 
ment. The remaining half Is being pro- 
vided by the state highway division. 


PALATINE'S only expense in the proj- 


ect is $15,000 for the installation of traffic 
signals. The figure Is equivalent to one- 
quarter of the cost, with the state picking 
up another quarter' and the federal gov- 
ernment half. 


Besides facilitating the flow of traffic 


on Palatine Road, the widening is to' 
serve the 2,000 residents of Winston Park 
and hundreds more residents in the Lake 
Louise and Virginia Lake subdivisions. la 
addition, it will serve residents of the 
Baybrook Park condominium complex, 
which plans to open the first 178 of its 534 
units in September. 


The 1,800-foot stretch between Winston 


and Williams drives is the only part of 
Palatine Road between Waukegan Road 
in Northfield and Hicks Road in Palatine 
which is not four lanes. 


The section west of Hicks Road Is 


scheduled for widening in the state's 
long-range plans.

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A hostage's own story of pancake house robbery ordeal 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Joy Swlcknrd li the 


sister of Herald staff writer Joe Swl- 
ckard. She gave this personal account 
yesterday of her experience while being 
held hostage by gunmen for two hours 
Monday night.

"I was walking toward the back of the 


restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and ho had a gun In his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wllmette's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
nncl Joy Swlckard was about to become a 
hostage In a standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wllmcttc Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swlckard. 21, is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 


to get out of the way in case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
a stocking over his face, tie had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew it 
was a holdup," she said. 


SHE HID in the rcstroora for five mln- 


ucs, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


into the bathroom. I could see then he 
was a man. He was startled and said, 
'What the hell are you doing in here?' " 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 
my voice steady and not frighten him, I 
didn't want to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, 
and he herded 12 other employes 


into the rcstroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid if we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
If the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
"talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within'min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded.' 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs are here. I want a girl." 
Caryn (Walusiak, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he pointed the gun at her. 
She said, "Me?" "Yeah," he said, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Walusiak left the rest- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
Into the rest room. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
ease. 


"He came In and put the shotgun on 
the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a corner and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for It or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements had been 
made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 


to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama Inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go. Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy if they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said. 


The Evanston officers and Gibson's 


family then began a 30-mlnute effort to 
persuade him to give up. Finally Gibson 
surrendered. 


IT WAS AS the former prisoners 


walked to police cars that the most up- 
setting thing happened. 


"We had been In there about an hour 


and a half trying to be so still and calm 
and not do anything at all. Suddenly all 
these reporters and photographers were 
shooting lights in our faces and yelling at 
us. That's when we started breaking 
down and crying. All that after trying to 
be so calm and still." 


Joy and the others made preliminary 


statements to Wilmeite police and left. 


Wllmettc police reported that both 


Nurse and Gibson are in custody and 
have been charged with armed robbery. 
Gibson has other charges including es- 
cape from custody pending against him, 
police said. 


Joy plans to continue working at Walk- 


er Bros. And if there is another holdup, 
"I'll do what they say and try to stay 
calm. I don't want any one upset."

Jury weighing decision in Carbona murder trial 


The jury in the murder trial of Ruthe 


Carbona was deliberating its verdict at 
Herald deadline last night. 


The seven women and five men began 


their deliberations at Sr30 p.m. after a 
day filled with closing arguments and 
some final testimony. 


Mrs. Carbona. 30, watched apprehen- 


sively as the jurors left the courtroom. 
She Is charged with murdering her hus- 
band. Joseph, a Cook County Sheriff's 
Police lieutenant by shooting him In the 
back on the stairway of their home at 
17(52 Euclid In Mount Prospect on Dec. 22, 
1971. 


Criminal courts Judge Arthur L. 


Dunne gave the jury the option of finding 
Mrs. Carbona guilty or not guilty on two 
separate murder charges. The jurors 
were not given the option of finding Mrs. 
Carbona guilty of a lesser charge, such 
as involuntary manslaughter. 


THE TWO alternators, who were 


dismissed before the jury began its delib- 
erations, were divided in their feelings 
on the case. One alternate juror said he 
would have found Ruthe Carbona guilty 
of murder, based on testimony that there 
were no powder burns on Lt. Carbona's 
coat. 


The testimony had indicated the ab- 


sence of powder burns could mean Car-

Mrs. Carbona faces a prison sentence 


of from 14 years to life for each of the 
two murder charges. 


In closing arguments yesterday Asst. 


State's Atty. Anthony Montemurro said 
several of the defense witnesses, in- 
cluding Mrs. Carbona were "unmitigated 
liars." He pointed to the uncontradicted 
testimony of Mrs. Carbona's next door 
neighbor that Mrs. Carbona said she shot 
her husband in the shoulder. 


He said Ruthe Carbona's children 


would not have described Lt. Carbona as 
"a good father" if he had been drinking 
a gallon of bourbon a week as Mrs. Car- 
bona testified. 


CALLING THE defender's testimony 


"hogwash", he suggested if Carbona ac- 
tually had hit his wife, 'as hard as he 
could1 with his service revolver, "we 
would be trying Joseph Carbona today 
for murdering his wife." 


"She's a tough woman, hard as nails, 


yet they want you to believe she's 
meek," Montemurro said. 


He said Carbona's service revolver, a 


.35 calibre Magnum, was loaded with 
only four bullets although it would have 
held six and that two of the bullets were 
for a .38 calibre pistol, not the revolver. 


He said it would only have been pos- 


sible for Carbona to shoot himself in the 
back if Carbona was "a gorrllla with a 
48-inch arm." 


DEFENSE ATTY. Bernard Brody told 


the jury the trail was a vendetta by sher- 
iff's policemen, led by Sheriff's Police 
Sgt. Ernest Marlnelii. 


Referring repeatedly to one witness's 


description of Marlnelii as "my friend 
Ernie," he satd sheriff's policemen had 
lied in saying they saw no bruises on 
Mrs. Carbona's face the day of the shoot- 
ing. 


He criticized the police for not calling 


a doctor to aide Lt. Carbona, and said, 
police had failed to make an adequate 
Investigation because they ignored a red 
smear, apparently blood, on the wall on 
the upper half of the stairway.

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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases

Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlesel fuel pur- 
chases tills morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
ore one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on tire tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 35 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that It would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for Its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per pent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the Industry 
over last year, causes a gap In supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnois State Toll Highway Authority, 
including the Des Flames Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


IIAIIRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and dlesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 
'"There is concern that some people 
are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the hoarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Plait's Ollgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an Indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

A beat patrolman can also 
serve as a deterrent to crime simply by 
his presence In a neighborhood, accord- 
ing to Cose. 


The program calls for a walking detail 


to patrol sections of the city during the 
summer months. Policeman including 
ranking officers, on the force, all take 
port in the program, spending about four 
hours a day, weather permitting, pound- 


ing city pavements. 


IN MOST MINDS, a cop has been de- 


moted if he's assigned to a walking beat. 
Case says, however, he had no such in- 
tentions in planning the program. Most 
of the officers have been receptive to the 
plan, but O'Malley, one of the first "flat- 
foots" admits he had his doubts in the 
beginning about the detail. 


"When you have a change, you don't 


know how it's going to work out," 
O'Malley says. "But I was surprised. 
The people are friendly and they would 
come out and talk to you." 


O'Malley, who has been with the Roll- 


ing Meadows department the past four ' 
years after two years on the Crystal 
Lake police force, says residents seem 
pleased with the program. 


"It odds a more personal level between 


the police and the citizens," he says. 
"People are willing to come out and 
talk." He pointed out an incident which oc 


curred on his first walk which led to the 
department getting information on a dog 
bite case that might not have been found 
by a policeman cruising in a squad car. 


"We had a dog bite incident a while 


ago. A lady came out of her house and 
had a question about the incident. She 
started describing a dog that fit the de- 
scription of the dog we were looking for. 


"PEOPLE ARE volunteering informa- 


tion," O'Malley says. There are, too, 
many people who approach him to report 
an incident that "they meant to call the 
police on but forgot." 


"I meet quite a few Mds, too," he 


adds. "There was one little girl whose 
mother told me she had always been af- 
raid of police. I don't think she's afraid 
anymore.' 


"I was surprised, too, to meet so many 


senior citizens. I walked several blocks 
with an old man who was walking his 
dog. He had to keep his dog on the other 


side of him to keep it from biting me, but 
he seemed to enjoy the company." 


"There are a lot of housewives, too, 


who told me their husbands work at 
night and would we keep an eye on their 
homes at night. I think it's reassuring to 
them to see us," he says. 


Although he was skeptical of the pro- 


gram at first, O'Malley says his ex- 
perience walking a beat has changed his 
opinion. "Once the program Is put Into 
full swing, I think everyone will come 
around to liking it. 


"EVSNTUALLY I'D like to see it ex- 


panded even to having a plain clothes 
detail to make arrests," he adds. Case 
says that plan has been studied and 
"when a need arises, we'll do this. We'll 
call it a plain clothes tactical squad/' 


So far, the success of the program has 


pleased Case a great deal. "Instead of 
running away from us, people are run- 
ning toward us," he says. And he dis- 


misses completely the old image of walk- 
ing a beat as being a punishment. 


"If I wanted to punish a man, why 


would I put him on the street where ev- 
eryone could see him? There are other 
means to deal with a discipline prob- 
lem," says Case, who plans to take part 
in the walking program along with his 
men. 


Most of the calls to the department 


commenting on the program have been 
favorable, Case adds. "I get calls from 
people saying 'I've seen a policeman for 
the first time!" 


Of course the program has aroused the 


suspicions of some residents who won- 
der why a policeman is walking around 
their neighborhood, Case admits. 


"I got a call from someone who said, 


"I just saw a policeman in front of my 
house and he was jotting something 
down. Has my neighbor been calling 
about me again?'"

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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases

Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlesel fuel pur- 
chases this morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
arc one stop closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, un- 


announced yesterday, is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 33 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that it would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnois State Toll Highway Authority, 
Including the Des Plalnes Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move-is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and dlesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rlnkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the hoarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Plait's" Oilgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an indicator that the coun- 
try, is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

It was Monday night at Wllmcttc's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swickard was about to become a 
hostage in a standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wilmette Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swlckard, 21, Is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time a« a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 
to get out of (he way In case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
a Mocking over his face. He had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew it 
was n holdup," she said. 


SHE Hit) in the rcstroom for five min- 


uc<, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


Into the bathroom. I could see then he 
-un a man. He was startled and said, 
'U'hnl the hell arc you doing In here?' " 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"10 I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 


my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't want to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
Into the rcstroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid If we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
If the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded.

room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, Iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
into the rcstroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
ease. 


"He came in and put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a corner and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near'the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for it or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements 
had been 


made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her bead. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama Inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong Is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DcGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go. Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy If they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said. 


The Evanston officers and Gibson's 


family then began a 30-minute effort to 
persuade him to give up. Finally Gibson 
surrendered. 


IT WAS AS the former prisoners 


walked to police cars that the most up- 
setting thing happened. 


"We had been in there about an hour 


and a half trying to be so still and calm 
and not do anything at all. Suddenly all 
these reporters and photographers were 
shooting lights in our faces and yelling at 
us. That's when we started breaking 
down and crying. All that after trying to 
be so calm and still." 


Joy and the others made preliminary 


statements to Wilmette police and left. 


Wilmette police reported that both 


Nurse and Gibson are in custody and 
have been charged with armed robbery. 
Gibson has other charges including es- 
cape from custody pending against him, 
police said.

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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases 


by LEA TONKIN 


Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and diescl fuel pur- 
chases this morning on its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
are one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


The Amoco allocation program, un- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
Ions of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on tlra tollway. 
Diesel Fuel purchases are limited to 33 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that it would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. The dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of lust year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnols State Toll Highway Authority, 
including the Des Flames Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move Is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and diesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the boarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Plait's Ollgram publication. "This could 
create a fire .hazard in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an Indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply.

Jury weighing decision in Carbona murder trial 


The jury in the murder trial of Ruthe 


Carbona spent almost five hours deliber- 
ating yesterday before being sent to a 
hotel for the night. 


Criminal Courts Judge Arthur L. Dunne 


stopped the deliberations at 10:20 last 
night. He said the jury would resume 
deliberations at 9:30 this morning. 


The seven women and five men began 


their deliberations at 5:30 p.m. after a 
day filled with closing arguments and 
some final testimony. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, watched apprehen- 


sively as the jurors left the courtroom.. 
She is charged with murdering her hus- 
band, Joseph, a Cook County Sheriff's 
Police lieutenant by shooting him in the 
back on the stairway-of their borne at 
1762 Euclid in Mount Prospect on Dec. 22, 
1971. 


Before sending the jury to the hotel, 


Judge Dunne denied a defense motion 
to declare a hung jury. 


The judge had originally said he would 


send the jury to the Cook County House 
of Corrections for the night but changed 
his mind after defense counsel said being 
housed at the jail would prejudice the 
jury against the defendant. 


In his instructions to the jury, Judge 


Dunne gave the jury the option of finding 
Mrs. Carbona guilty or not guilty on two 
separate murder charges. The jurors 
were not given the option of finding Mrs. 
Carbona guilty of a lesser charge, such 
as involuntary manslaughter. 


THE TWO alternators, who were, 


dismissed before the jury began its delib- 
erations, were divided in their feelings 
on the case. One alternate juror said he 
would have found Ruthe Carbona guilty 
of murder, based on testimony that there 
were no powder burns on Lt. Carbona's 
coat. 


The testimony had indicated the ab- 


sence of powder burns could mean Car- 
bona was shot from a distance greater

cials said the Dominic Fcrmo family of 
241 N*. Yates Ln. was awakened early 
yesterday when a fire in their home 
shorted out the electric front doorbell, 
causing it to ring .continuously. 


The 4:5.1 a.m. blaze caused an esti- 


mated $15,000 damage to the $45,000 split- 
level home and another $5,000 damage to 
contents. At home when the fire struck 
were Fcrmo, his wife Barbara and their 
three sons, Peter, Paul and Phillip. 


Fire officials said the cause of the fire 


Is unknown but It began in the basement 
and spread to the attic through a shaft 
within the home. 


The fire was under control in about 30 


minutes. Firemen said Fcrmo prevented 
more damage by closing an open base- 
ment door. 


One of the family's pet dogs was killed 


in the fire.

"hogwash", he suggested If Carbona ac- 
tually had hit his wife, 'as hard as he 
could' with his service revolver, "we 
would be trying Joseph Carbona today 
for murdering his wife." 


"She's a tough woman, hard as nails, 


yet they want you to believe she's 
meek," Montemurro said. 


He sold Carbona's service revolver, a 


.35 calibre Magnum, was loaded with 
only four bullets although it would have 
held six and that two of the bullets were 
for a .38 calibre pistol, not the revolver. 


He said It would only have been pos- 


sible for Carbona to shoot himself in the 
back If Carbona was "a gorrilla with a 
48-Inch arm." 


DEFENSE ATTY. Bernard Brody told 


the jury the trail was a vendetta by sher- 
iff's policemen, led by Sheriff's Police 
Sgt. Ernest Marinelli. 


Referring repeatedly to one witness's 


description of Marinelli as "my friend 
Ernie," he said sheriff's policemen had 
lied In saying they saw no bruises on 
Mrs. Carbona's face the day of the shoot- 
ing. 


He criticized the police for not calling 


a doctor to aide Lt. Carbona, and said 
police had foiled to make an adequate 
Investigation because they ignored a red 
smear, apparently blood, on the wall on 
the upper half of the stairway. 


He said the blood stain disproved the 


state's charges that Mrs. Carbona was at 
the top of the stairs and Lt. Carbona was 
at the bottom of the stairs when she shot 
him. 


He emphasized there was no evidence 


of fingerprints on the gun and charged 
the bullet ricocheted off a wall or railing 
before it hit Carbona.' 


HE SAID THE sheriff's police in- 


timidated witnesses from the suburbs to 
testify against Mrs. Carbona, saying the 
witnesses were "from out there in the 
Northwest territory where the sheriff's 
police roam." 


Asst. State's Atty. Tcrroncc Sullivan 


told the jury Carbona had moved from 
his home to a motel and was leaving his 
wife when she shot him. 


He sold defense arguments about Mrs. 


Carbona's bruises from her husband 
beating her were "a smoke screen" to 
side-track the jury. 


"You tell her Ruthe Carbona is not to 


be believed. You tell her she can't get 
away with shooting her husband in the 
back. You tell Ruthe Carbona that's mur- 
der," Sullivan urged the jury. 


The spokesman for the owners of the 


Central School site in Mount Prospect 
yesterday said the village's interest in 
acquiring the land was a surprise to him. 


"The owners haven't had a chance to 


think about it," Alexander Magnus said 
of the proposed municipal purchase of 
the land and existing building at Central 
Road and Main Street. "No one from the 
village has talked to us. It comes as a 
complete surprise." 


The owners of the property are hidden 


in Mount Prospect State Bank Trust 97 
and no one has been willing to identify 
them. Magnus has acted as their spokes- 
man since they purchased the land for 


$410,111 In May, 1969. 


Village Trustee Donald B. Furst has 


urged the village to buy the land and 
former school building for use In munici- 
pal expansion. When Furst heard Mon- 
day that a new rezoning petition had 
been submitted for the property, he 
quickly said the village should begin con- 
demnation proceedings as soon as pos- 
sible to acquire the site. 


AN OFFER by the village to buy the 


property would have to be made and re- 
fused, however, before any condemnation 
action could be taken. 


The rezoning petition is a repeat of an 


earlier petition asking that 400 units of 


high-rise senior citizen housing be per- 
mitted on the commercially-zoned site. 
The first petition, presented as this one 
will be by Kenroy Inc., of Skokie, was 
made prior to the village's expression of 
interest in the land. 


A hearing before the Zoning Board of 


Appeals has been set for May 24. In addi- 
tion to the zoning change, variations on 
building height, setbacks, population den- 
sity and parking are being requested. " 


MAGNUS SAID "somebody must have 


had a change of heart" because in 1969, 
School Dlst. 57 offered the property to 
the village and the village refused to buy 
it. 


It would not be up to Magnus to make 
a recommendation to the owners on 
whether they should sell to the village, 
he said. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 


yesterday he has been promised an ap- 
praisal on the Central School site by the 
June 5 village board meeting, after 
which the village may make an offer. 


The appraisal was authorized by the 


village board last month. Already, the 
village board has set aside $110,000 for 
capital improvements in this year's 
budget. Reportedly, the money would be 
used as a down payment on the Central 
School site, although that has not been 
confirmed by officials. 


Wilmette pancake house tvaitress 
A hostage's story of robbery ordeal 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Joy Swlckard is the 


slater of Herald staff writer Joe Swl- 
ckard. She gave this personal account 
yesterday of her experience while being 
held hostage by gunmen for two hours 
Monday night. 


by JOE SWICKARD 


"I was walking toward the back of the 


restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and he had a gun In his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wilmette's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swickard was about to become a 
hostage In a standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wllmette Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swlckard, 21, Is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 
to get out of the way in case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
a stocking over his face. He had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew It 
was a holdup," she said. 


SHE HID In the rcstroom for five mln- 


ucs, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


Into the bathroom. I could see then he 
was a man. He was startled and said, 
'What the hell are you doing in here?'" 


"I didn't want to score him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
pointed right at my head. I tried to keep 
my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't want to get him upset and. start 
shooting." 


She said she backed away from the 


gunman, later identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
into the restroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 
afraid if we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
if the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded. 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs are here. I want a girl." 
Caryn (Waluslak, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he,pointed the gun at her. 
She said, "Me?" "Yeah," he said, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Waluslak left the rest- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
Into the restroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
ease. 


"He came In and put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun Isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood in a comer and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 


"There wasn't really any one between 


him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from it, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for It or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements 
had been 


made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go.'Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy if they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said. 


The Evanston officers and Gibson's 


family then began a 30-minute effort to 
persuade him to give up. Finally Gibson 
surrendered. 


IT WAS AS the former prisoners 


walked to police cars that the most up- 
setting thing happened. 


"We had been in there about an hour 


and a half trying to be so still .and calm 
and not do anything at all. Suddenly all 
these reporters and photographers were 
shooting lights in our faces and yelling at 
us. That's when we started breaking 
down and crying. All that after trying to 
be so calm and still." 


Joy and the others made preliminary 


statements to Wilmette police and left. 


Wilmette police reported that both 


Nurse and Gibson are in custody and 
have been charged with armed robbery. 
Gibson has other charges including es- 
cape from custody pending against him, 
police said. 


Joy plans to continue working at Walk- 


er Bros. And if there is another holdup, 
"I'll do what they say and try to stay 
calm. I don't want any one upset."

St. here for many years, and before that 
on George Street. He was born July 4, 
1905, in Des Plaines and was reared In 
that community. His father was a former 
Des Plaines mayor. 


Hammerl started his banking career 


with Central Trust Co. of Chicago. He 
joined the Des Plaines State Bank just 
before the 1929 Great Depression. 


C. 0. Schlaver, former Mount Prospect 


mayor, yesterday described Hammerl as 
a well-liked man. "He was helpful to 
many people, • although behind 
the 


scenes." 


Recent state legislation requires all dis- 
tricts in the state to provide such ser- 
vices for three and four-year-olds by next 
fall.

Hall, test results show that out of 413 
preschoolers tested, 291 had satisfactory 
scores. If parents do not receive any 
written information from Dlst. 57 con- 
cerning the test, they should assume that 
t h e i r children received 
satisfactory 


scores, Hall said. 


Twenty-five youngsters were found to 


be In the high risk category. According 
to Hall, each of these children will be 
dealt with on an individual basis to 
remedy the problems they may be hav- 
ing. 


Ninety-seven children were identified 


as having a problem in only a single 
area. Parents of these children will re- 
ceive a written communication from the 
district with recommendations within the 
next couple of weeks, Hall said. 


Hall said it should be emphasized that 


the DIAL test is just one method of 
getting clues about preschool youngsters' 
handicaps. He cautioned that parents 
should not read too much into results 
based on only one test. 


New figures on national test scores in 


Elk Grove School Dist. 59 show that decl- 
ining achievement on the tests begins in 
the fifth grade. 


The decline, which comes when test 


scores are compared to student perform- 
ance In the tests over the past five years, 
was reported Monday to the Dist. 59 
board by Envin Stevenson, assistant su- 
perintendent for curriculum. 


Stevenson, who announced last month 


that sixth and seventh grade test scores 
were declining, added fifth graders to the 
declining list Monday but said scores of 
third and fourth graders are holding 
steady. 


The scores were from Iowa Achieve- 


ment Tests, given at mid-year to third 
through seventh graders at Dlst. 39. 


Iowa tests are measured in grade lev- 


els. An "average" score for children in 
the second month of sixth grade would 
be 6.2. A score of 7.5 would be "average" 
for children in the fifth month of the sev- 
enth grade. 


STEVENSON SAID the third graders 


were tested at a time when the "aver- 
age" score was about 3.6. In the five- 
year period, 1968-1973, the composite 
score has remained at about 4.0. 


Fourth graders in the same time peri- 


od have been fairly consistent in scoring 
about the national average in the com- 
posite test scores. 


It is in the fifth grade students begin to 


show a "falling off" of test scores. 
Scores during the past five years, espe- 
cially In mathematics and language arts, 
show a downward trend. 


Last month, Stevenson reported to the 


board that the downward trend first no- 
ticeable in the fifth grade continues in 
the sixth and seventh grade scores. 


The actual drops in the fifth, sixth and 


seventh grade scores are not extremely 
important, according to Stevenson. He 
said the scores are still above the nation- 
al average. 
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WHAT IS IMPORTANT is that the 


scores show a steady downward trend, 
said Stevenson. If the trend continues, 
the scores will drop below the national 
average. 


The district has yet to identify the 


cause or causes for the decline in the 
upper grade scores. Stevenson has said 
the district is investigating the various 
possible causes in an effort to reverse 
the declining trend. 


In other action at the meeting: 
• President Allen Sparks announced 


that only one permanent committee, the 
policy committee, would be formed for 
the coming year. Present committees 
will exist until they finish their assign- 
ments. 


Any future studies that had been given 


to committees, will now be assigned to 
"task groups," which will be rssigned to 
specific topics. 


• The board approved the resolution' 


calling for a June 9 bond issue referen- 
dum ($1.25 million for remodeling of 
Grove and Dempster schools.) 


• The contract with the custodial and 


maintenance staff was approved. The 
1973-74 contract calls for three pay levels 
from $4.07 an hour to $4.64 an hour. 


• Peat, Manvick, Mitchell and Co. 


was retained as the school board's audi- 
tor. 


• The building rental fee was revised

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Amoco clamps lid on tollway gasoline purchases

Amoco Oil Co. begins a new limitation 


program for gasoline and dlcscl fuel pur- 
chases this morning on Its Illinois Toll- 
way stations, an Indicator that motorists 
are one step closer to widespread ra- 
tioning. 


Tho Amoco allocation program, an- 


announced yesterday, Is effective at 7 
a.m. Motorists may purchase only 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline per car at the oil com- 
pany's Standard stations on the tollway. 
Dlcscl Fuel purchases are limited to 33 
gallons per truck. 


This follows Amoco's announcement 


last week that it would begin a nation- 
wide allocation program for its dealers 
effective May 1. Tho dealers are limited 
to 100 per cent of last year's gasoline 
shipments. Demand for gasoline, up ap- 
proximately 7 per cent for the industry 
over last year, causes a gap in supply. 


Amoco leases six service stations from 


the Illnols State Toll Highway Authority, 
Including the Des Plalnes Oasis. A 
spokesman for the toll authority said the 
decision to limit purchases of gasoline 
was "made with great reluctance, but it 


seems to be the best alternative to as- 
sure equitable distribution of available 
supplies to all motorists." 


HARRY RINKEMA, Amoco's central 


region vice president, said the allocation 
move is necessary to avoid widespread 
runouts of gasoline and diesel fuel this 
summer. He urges motorists to practice 
fuel economy. Proper maintenance of 
car engines and emission control sys- 
tems, lower driving speeds and property 
inflated tires can contribute to this ef- 
fort, Rinkema said. 


The oil company discourages hoarding 


gasoline as a means of insuring adequate 
personal supply. This could cause added 
supply problems, an Amoco spokesman 
said. 


"There is concern that some people 


are doing this," said oil industry expert 
Herbert Hugo of the boarding problem. 
He is Midwest Bureau chief for the 
Plait's Oilgram publication. "This could 
create a fire hazard, in your garage," 
Hugo said. "There are strict laws cov- 
ering the storage of flammable products, 
and 'I don't know that many consumers 
have that kind of facilities." 


Hugo sees the Amoco announcement 


this week as an indicator that the coun- 
try is one step closer to rationing of 
gasoline supplies. He notes that many 
Midwest gasoline suppliers have initiated 
allocation plans, and some have read- 
justed these plans within the last two 
weeks to reflect worsening shortages. 
Mobile and Standard Oil of California 
have begun cutting down the octane re- 
quirements on their gasoline, a move to 
stretch the supply. 
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School district 
weighs tentative 
$ 11 million budget 


Arlington Heights School Dlst. 25 Is 


considering a preliminary budget of $11 
million for 1973-74, which is expected to 
Increase student programs. 


District Supt. Donald V. Strong said he 


did not have an exact breakdown of the 
budget, but estimated that the tax rate 
will cither remain the same or decrease 
slightly due to paying off some school 
bonds. The 1973-74 tax rate will probably 
range between $2.82 and $2.89 per $100 
assessment, said Strong. 


Last year's budget was $10.3 million, 


which provided for cost increases for 
personnel and material, more primary 
grade staffing, more staffing for learning 
disability classes, more teaching aids 
and more preventatlve building mainte- 
nance. 


Planners to study 
Northgnte complex 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion will be presented with proposals 
concerning the Northgatc apartment 
complex at tonight's moctinij. 


Tho complex site In northeast Arling- 


ton Heights, originally to be developed 
by Miller Builders, was purchased In 
January by Tanco Development Co., a 
California firm. 


The 87-acre site was to house 034 


apartment and condominium units, ac- 
cording to Iho plans submitted by the 
Miller company. 


Several questions concerning the proj- 


ect were unanswered when Tnnco ac- 
quired the land, according to village offi- 
cials. 


A major problem is the proposed rea- 


lignment of Windsor Drive across tho 
property to Buffalo Grove Rond. Last 
spring, Miller agreed to join the two 
streets with a four lane S-curvc. 


Another Miller agreement to be re- 


solved by tho new owners is whether to 
build a row of single family houses just 
cast of Brighton Place to act as a buffer 
between tho apartments and expensive 
homes in tho area. 


Tanco hat also reportedly studied the 


possibility of building high priced single 
family houses on part of the land. 


Details of the preliminary budget will 


be disclosed tomorrow at 7:30 p.m. at 
Thomas Junior High School, 303 E. 
Thomas. 


"We have passed the crisis point," said 


Strong, referring to the tight budget the 
district had operated from for the past 
few years because of Its debt position. 
Strong said some of the school programs, 
which were eliminated because of a lack 
of funds, will be reinstated this fall. ' 


THE preliminary budget includes 


reinstating the instrumental band pro- 
gram, a French language program, and 
n program for gifted students. The budg- 
et also Includes increased spending in 
supplies, teaching aids, and hiring a 
school psychologist, according to Strong. 


The Instrumental band program was 


eliminated during the spring of 1971 after 
the district lost Its tax referendum. The 
loss forced the district to cut spending by 
$1 million over o period of more than two 
years. 


Music for Youth, a nonprofit parent's 


organization was formed to keep the mu- 
sical program in the schools, but the di- 
rectors of that program reported finan- 
cial difficulty when enrollments dropped. 
Parents were paying $70 a year for mu- 
sic lessons under Music for Youth. 


Last October, the band portion of the 


program was picked up and the teachers' 
salaries were paid for by the school dis- 
trict for the rest of the school year. 


THE SUZUKI String program re- 


mained part of Music for Youth and fi- 
nanced by contributions. 


The preliminary budget has been ten- 


tatively scheduled to be filed for public 
inspection June 21, Strong said.

A suit charging the Village of Arlington 


Heights with discrimination In its deci- 
sion not to rezone 15 acres adjacent'to St. 
Viator High School for low and moder- 
ate-Income housing Is expected to come 
to trial in the next few months. 


The 
Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corporation (MHDC) filed suit 
last June in U.S. District Court. Accord- 
ing to the organization's recently publish- 
ed annual report, it expects the case to 
come to trial by the middle of this year. 


Arlington Heights Village Atty. Jack 


Siegel said yesterday the case should go 
to trial by July 1. He said final pretrial 


conferences have been scheduled later 
this month. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board re- 


jected a rezoning application for the Via- 
Ionian property in September, 1971. 


The village board, denied the request 


because it said a townhouse development 
on the 15-acre parcel would be In- 
compatible with surrounding single-fami- 
ly homes. 


Since the MHDC suit was filed, almost 


a year ago, the court has denied two vil- 
lage motions to have the case dismissed. 


THE REPORT characterizes the pro- 


posed townhouse development, known as 


Lincoln Green, as "attractively designed 
and landscaped, with private streets, 
recreation, and park areas. 


"It would offer 190 single-family, at- 


tached townhouses to senior citizens and 
other families with incomes from $5,400 
to $11,800 a year.'.' 


Lincoln Green was strongly opposed by

A hostage's story of robbery

Mie gave Ihls personal account 
ycslenlny ol her experience while being 
lirltl hoitngc by gunmen for two hours 
Monday nlglil.

"I was walking toward the back of the 


restaurant when I saw this guy dressed 
up like a woman and he had a gun In his 
hand." 


It was Monday night at Wllmcttc's 


Walker Bros. Original Pancake House 
and Joy Swlckard was about to become a 
hoitago In n standoff between two armed 
robbers and the Wllmctte Police Depart- 
ment. 


Miss Swickard, 21, Is a senior at North- 


western University who has worked part- 
time as a waitress at the restaurant for 
more than a year. 


"At first I thought It was somebody 


looking for a fight with one of the other 
employes, so I started for the bathroom 
to get out of the way In case they started 
shooting. Then I saw this other man with 
a stocking over his face. He had a 
double-barreled shotgun. Then I knew It 
was n holdup," she said. 


SHE HID In the rcstroom for five mln- 


ucs, growing worried because there were 
no sounds coming from the dining area. 


"Then he (the first gunman) stormed 


Into the bathroom. I could sec then he 
was n man. He was startled and said, 
'What the hell ore you doing In here?" " 


"I didn't want to scare him," Joy said, 


"so I tried to act naturally. 'I'm using 
the bathroom,' I said. He had a pistol 
painted right at my head. I tried to keep 


my voice steady and not frighten him. I 
didn't wont to get him upset and start 
shooting." 


She sold she backed away from the 


gunman, later Identified as Eddie Gib- 
son, and he herded 12 other employes 
into the rcstroom. 


"We all tried to stay calm. We were 


afraid If we started crying or anything, 
he'd get upset and start shooting. Two of 
the girls, a waitress and a hostess, I 
think, started crying. We tried to comfort 
them. We were afraid he'd start shooting 
If the crying unnerved him." 


GIBSON WAS unaware that one em- 


ploye had slipped outside and another 
talking on the telephone to a relative had 
already notified the police. Within min- 
utes the restaurant was surrounded. 


"He saw the police pull up and then he 


said, "The pigs are here. I want a girl." 
Caryn (Wnluslnk, a waitress) took a step 
forward and he pointed the gun at her. 
She sold, "Me?" "Yeah," he sold, "Get 
on out of here." 


Gibson and Miss Watusiak left the rcst- 


room and the 12 waited. 


Later, the shotgun-toting robber, Iden- 


tified by police as George Nurse, came 
into the rcstroom. He did not menace the 
12 captives, but tried to put them at 
cose. 


"He came in and put the shotgun on 


the floor by a toilet and said, 'Don't wor- 
ry, I won't hurt you. This gun isn't 
loaded.' That's what he told us, but the 
police said it was," Joy said. 


AFTER PLACING the weapon on the 


floor, Nurse stood In a corner and chat- 
ted with the hostages. 
' "There wasn't really any one between 
him and the gun. A cook and his girl 
friend, a waitress, were sitting on a toilet 
near the gun. He was about three feet 
away from It, just rapping to us. Nobody 
thought of trying anything like grabbing 
for it or him." 


After about five minutes, Gibson re- 


turned to the bathroom and he and Nurse 
left. Special arrangements 
had been 


made allowing Nurse to leave unarmed 
and unharmed. This left Gibson with two 
guns and a scared hostage with a gun 
held to her head. 


A deal had been worked out between 


the police and Gibson. It allowed Nurse 
to leave and permitted Gibson's wife and 
mother to enter the restaurant. 


JOY TOLD OF the drama inside the 


restaurant that led to Gibson's surren- 
der. 


"He kept yelling. 'I want Ryan Strong 


here. I won't talk to anyone else.' " 


Strong Is a black Evanston police offi- 


cer. Both gunmen also were blacks. 
Strong and his partner Jerome DeGross 
entered the building. 


"His mother kept saying, 'Let the girl 


go. Let her go.' I guess he did after 
about five minutes. We could hear Gibson 
shouting back and forth with the police. 
They kept telling him to give up, but he 
said they were crazy if they thought he'd 
do that and get shot. He thought they had 
orders to shoot to kill," Joy said.

One of the great things about salary 


negotiations between school boards and 
touchers in that the tnlks seem to prompt 
bizarre bohnvlor on both sides. 


Just tnkc a look at the bumper crop of 


strange happenings we saw last week. 


On the board's side, the High School 


Din. 2I4 board voted •»•:! against n con- 
tract settlement 
which 
would have 


brought an end to their contract negotia- 
tions for three years. 


Ttie four board members who voted 


ngnlnst the three-year contract said they 
didn't think (ho district could afford tho 
settlement and also said they didn't want 
to be locked into the Index, which makes 
all salaries a fixed proportion of the be- 
ginning salary. 


What made the action strange was In 


making the vole, the board went against 
recommendations from the board presi- 
dent and the superintendent, both of 
whom had helped negotiate the contract. 


YOU DONT HAVE to have been 


around very much to realize Hint most 
boards In this area don't vote against 
such Influential types. This Is probably a 
one-time split in Dlst. 2I4. but board- 
watchers arc going to look carefully to 
see if any power relationships change be- 
came of the action. 


While the Dlst. 2M board was behaving 


unexpectedly at Its meeting, the faculty 
fit Harper College also was showing 
some weird behavior. 


The Harper board Thursday unilateral- 


ly adopted a salary plan for faculty 
members after breaking off negotiations 
because of "Irreconcilable differences" 
between the faculty and board negotia- 
tors. 


The faculty leaders protested and near- 


ly tagged the board to return to the bar- 
gaining table. And then, when the board 
Ignored their arguments, the leaders of 
the faculty senate declared. "We will 
take the least militant possible action 
short of complete submission." 


I think it's fair to assume this battle 


cry will not go down in history. 


In fact. Faculty Senate Pros. Tom 


McCabo admitted as much. He said, "I 
don't think we'll strike fear Into the 
board's heart." 


LET'S STOP tallng about the behav- 


ior of adults for awhile and talk about 
the much more admirable behavior of a 
bunch of kids last week. 


The scene was Prospect High School, 


and the event was U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson's speech for Law Day. 


Thompson, who Is young, relatively 


handsome and charismatic, give a good 
speech. In It he talked about the Water- 
gate scandal and about his desire to see 
that crooked politicians go to jail. 


The Prospect students, who gave him 


more than a full minute's worth of ap- 
plause when he finished the speech, fol- 
lowed up with a scries of questions that 
would have made the Washington press 
corps proud. 


In addition to asking probing questions 


about Watergate that prompted Thomp- 
son to do some side-stepping to avoid 
saying he believed President Nixon guil- 
ty of Impropriety, the students asked 
about the fairness of the sentences given 
to former Gov. Otto Kcrner and Cook 
County Clerk Edward Barrett. 


ONE STUDENT even asked Thompson 


when he was going to put Chicago's May- 
or Richard J. Daloy In jail. Thompson 
said he couldn't answer that question, 
but then added, "In our Investigation 
we're starting at the bottom of the politi- 
cal ladder and I don't know how far the 
evidence will go." 


The Prospect students seem even more 


Impressive when you compare It to the 
reaction of an adult audience later that 
same day. Thompson, according to one 
of my fellow reporters, made just about 
the same speech, but the adults didn't 
follow up with a single question about 
Watergate. 


Instead, the reporter said the grown- 


ups' questions centered on things like "I 
think I'm being cheated, can you help 
me?" 


In short, the Prospect students asked 


better questions than their elders. And I 
was frankly amazed at the level of 
awareness the student audience seemed 
to have about Watergate and Kcrner. 


I'll bet the kids made their teachers 


proud. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, and three legisla- 
tive colleagues yesterday announced fil- 
ing of a lawsuit in U.S. District Court 
that could result in-ratification of the 
women's Equal Rights Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution. 


The suit challenges a provision of the 


1970 Illinois constitution requiring a ma- 
jority vote of three-fifths in each house of 
the General Assembly for ratification of 
constitutional amendments, 
and asks 


that House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, be required to certify 
ERA as ratified by a 95-72 vote In the 
House on April 4,1973. 


Only 89 votes are required for a simple 


majority in the House. A three-fifths ma- 
jority requires 107 votes. 


The suit, filed against Blair as speaker 


of the House, alleges that the House rule 
and the article of the state constitution 
requiring 
a 
three-fifths 
vote "con- 


travenes" the U.S. Constitution. 


The federal Constitution specifies only 


that constitutional amendments proposed 
by Congress be ratified by three-fourths 
of the state legislatures, and makes no 
provision for extraordinary majorities. 


THE SUIT ASKS that the three-fifths 


provision In the Illinois constitution be 
declared "void and of no effect" because 
state legislatures, "when they vote on 
ratification of amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, perform a 
wholly federal function which cannot be 
restrained or regulated by the people of 
a particular state." 


The suit also cites an opinion by Atty. 


Gen. William J. Scott that the state char- 
ter is in violation of the federal Con- 
stitution. 


It charges that the 95 members of the 


House who voted In favor of ERA were 
deprived of an equal vote on ratification, 
and said the three-fifths rule violates the 
common law as established by the 
"lengthy history of ratification of the 
Constitution of the United States and 
amendments thereto."

now be liable for flnrs of up to $."00 a day 
for violations of the village's liquor con- 
trol ordinances. 


Previously the local liquor commis- 


sioner, who in Arlington Heights is the 
village president, has had the power only 
to grant, suspend or revoke village liquor 
licenses. 


But a new ordinance, passed by the 


village hoard Monday night, gives the 
commissioner the authority to impose a 
fine up to $500 a day in lieu of suspend- 
ing a license. 


In cases of alleged violations of the li- 


quor control ordinances, tho liquor com- 
missioner holds a public hearing after 
which he decides whether the charges 
have been substantiated and whether a 
fine or suspension should be ordered.

pendent of other ordinance or state stat- 
ute violations that would involve police 
arrests and court decisions.
